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Report from Hungary 











Hopeful word concerning the Lutheran 
Church in Hungary has been received 
from Bishop Lajos Ordass, recently re- 
instated head of the church of that 
country. In a letter written two weeks 
after the reassertion of Soviet power in 
Hungary, Bishop Ordass declared that 
“our Lutheran Church has now found 
iis freedom.” But he added, “What is to 
happen with our country is at present 
ean unsolved puzzle. 

“Church life is now unhampered,” the 
bishop wrote. “Services are held without 
hindrance. After many years we are per- 
initted to enter hospitals. Although 
schools in many places have not yet re- 
opened, we have started free religious 
instruction everywhere. Where it can- 
not be done in the schools, it is carried 
on in the parish home. There are no 
obstacles. We also have the right to 
carry out freely services of love.” 

The bishop who wrote from Budapest 
aid that among the refugees who had 
fled Hungary was Erno Mihalfi, “the il- 
legal general inspector of our church.” 





NEWSQUOTE of the Month 











. Exploitation of sex pervades the 
magazine industry to such an extent that 
even high quality magazines resort to it 
in some degree . . .

Story Behind the Quote: These are the 
conclusions of Ralph A. Cannon, after a 
year’s study of the contents of magazine 
racks and newsstands made in co-opera- 
tion with the board of social and eco- 
nomic relations of the South Carolina 
Methodist Conference. Results of the 
study have been appearing in the South 
Carolina Methodist Advocate. 

Entertainment magazines. Cannon 
points out, make sex appear obscene by 
removing it from the context of mar- 
riage and the home, but “Christian eth- 
ics insists that sex finds it rightful ex- 
pression in the context of mature love, 
responsibility and fidelity.” 

That the public continues to buy these 
magazines reflects a sickness of society, 
he declares, adding that it is a sickness 
for which the church has the only real 
cure. 
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American Church-goers Set New Record for Giving 

U.S. churchgoers gave more to their churches last year than ever before 
in history—$1,800,000.000, a total increase of 11 per cent. This 
figure, based on the contributions of more than forty-million church 
members last year, represents a per capita increase of 8 per cent, or 
$54. (Item: Seventh-Day Adventists during the same period gave $194 
per capita.) Of each $54 given, $43.50 went for current church ex- 
penses, $10.50 went for benevolences. 


President Praises Ministry of Christian Business Men 

President Eisenhower sent a telegram to the 19th annual convention 
of the Christian Business Men’s Committee International at Grand 
Rapids, Mich., praising its efforts to “bring your faith to bear on the 
daily work of America.” Some twelve-hundred business men and their 
wives were present to hear the message which also said: “* “Diligent 
in business, fervent in spirit, serving the Lord,’ is a splendid motto and 
you have followed it with distinction.” 

During the convention Theodore E. McCully, executive secretary. 
outlined a five-point program to extend the outreach of the organi- 
zation. He proposed: 1) a dignified program of street meetings: 2) 
the promotion of cottage prayer meetings: 3) revival of the Christian 
Business Men’s Crusade under which laymen conduct meetings in 
various areas; 4) a direct-mail campaign to 100 selected businessmen 
in each community; and 5) institution of a “goodwill ambassador” 
program at the local level. In the latter program, members take a half 
day off from their business to visit men of similar occupations or 
professions and talk to them about Christ and salvation.

Alaska Tragedy Hits U.S. Missionary Family 
Suffering and death were the lot of a missionary family seeking to 
win converts among nomadic Indians in the Sub-Arctic Alaskan costal 
region. A boat trip last November ended with the missionary missing. 
his infant son dead and his wife and young daughter recovering from 
a four-day ordeal without food or shelter 

The missionary, Albert Kelly, 26. serving with The Central Alaskan 
Mission, disappeared in a skiff while seeking help after his family was 
marooned on a desolate island in Galena Bay. His wife. Vera, 25. was 
later found on the rocky beach with her daughter, Rebecca. 3, where 
they had been without food or shelter for four days and nights. Nearby 
lay the frozen body of the Kelly’s 4-month-old son, Thomas, a victim 
of starvation and the bitter Alaskan cold. 

This was the story Mrs. Kelly told: The family, based at Ellaman, 
Alaska, for the past two years, left their tiny mission November 6 to

cliff, N.Y. Ketcham, director of public relations for the 
college for the past three years, was a member of the first 
graduating class.

attend a church conference at Valdez and to visit Faith Hos- 
pital to check on a cold that little Tommy had developed. They 
planned to make the trip in a used 30-foot cabin cruiser they 
had just bought and re-christened The Evangel. 

But troubles dogged them almost from the start. On the 
very first day, the cruiser’s engine quit and Kelly managed to 
beach the crippled boat. There the family, with their scant 
provisions, camped and prayed they would survive the freez- 
ing temperatures and that their food would hold out until 
help came. 

Food ran out after two days, and Kelly set out in the ship’s 
skiff to try to find help. Shortly after his departure, a tre- 
mendous storm blew up. For four days and nights, the mother, 
daughter and dying infant huddied together. On Monday, six 
days after the ordeal began, a fishing boat rescued Mrs. Kelly 
and the children. (Item: The victims sighted a passing fish- 
ing boat once during the five days they were marooned, but 
could not attract the crew’s attention. On the fifth day, Mrs. 
Kelly retrieved a boat horn from the frosty waves. It was 
blasts from that horn which finally brought about their 
rescue.) 

Recuperating in Faith Hospital, Glennallen, Mrs. Kelly de- 
clares: “I still have my faith in God. Despite everything, He 
has been good to us and I want to continue in His service.” 

Meanwhile, searchers held out little hope that the mission- 
ary would be found alive. They said that snowstorms had been 
raging along the bleak coast for nearly a week and the tem- 
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perature had dropped below zero. (Missionary Kelly was a 
native of Haddonfield, N.J. He and Mrs. Kelly met while stu- 
dents at Shelton College. Mrs. Kelly has a sister serving as a 
missionary in Japan and another married to a pastor in 
Virginia.) 


Wisconsin Tests Religious Preference Query 
Results of a mid-November survey of five hundred households 
in a four-county area of Wisconsin may determine whether a 
religious preference question will be asked in the 1960 general 
census. Workers from the census bureau’s Milwaukee field of- 
fice conducted the week-long survey in Milwaukee, Waukesha, 
Racine and Walworth counties. They were accompanied by 
observers from Washington. No report on findings of the 
survey was made available. 

The question put to persons over fourteen years old, was 
“What is your religion?” Michael J. Galko, supervisor of the 
Milwaukee office, said Protestants were asked to name their 
denomination. “But if a person refuses to answer the re- 
ligious preference question, he won’t be pressed for a reason 
why he refused,” he said before the survey. 

(Last August the American Civil Liberties Union objected 
to the inclusion of certain questions about religion in the next 
general census. Patrick Murphy Malin, executive director, said 
then that his organization would not object to “completely 
factual” statistical questions such as “Are you a member of a 
religious body and, if so, which?” But it would oppose such 
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ueries as “Do you believe in God?” and “Do you regularly 
attend church or synagogue?” The difference in wording, he 
aid, involved a distinction between a question about behavior 
; opposed to an examination of religious belief.) 


Survey Finds that Parents Want Religion Taught 


rwo-thirds of the Miami area's parents feel strongly that re- 

gion should be taught in the public schools, according to a 
imited survey conducted by the University of Miami in 

lorida. 

The results came as a surprise to county and state educa- 
ion officials who for years have been considering various pro- 

ssals for religious training in the schools. Each eventually 

as dropped for fear of public reaction. The survey was the 
rst effort ever made to ask parents how they feel on the 
ubject. 

Another surprise was the fact that the responding parents 

iid they do not want just morals and ethics taught in the 
chools, but information about the various religions. The sur- 
ey also disclosed that parents do not want religious courses 
aught by ministers, priests and rabbis, but by ‘‘a public school 
eacher of any denomination qualified to teach in that field.” 

Previous to the release of the survey finding, the superin- 
endent of Dade County public schools had announced he will 
isk the county school board to demonstrate that it recognizes 
he importance of religious training. 

Superintendent W. R. Thomas explained that he does not 
think public schools should offer religion or Bible courses, 
vecause they could not be free from all sectarianism; but he 
leclared that the school system ought to encourage young 
xeople to take such courses in their own churches or syna- 
rogues. “I think the schools could give the young people fac- 
tual examinations—not sectarian ones,’ he said, “and then 
‘rant school credit for the courses.” He said his plan was a 
way of showing young people that schools respect religion. 

While the teaching of religion is the job of the home and 
church, the function of the schools is to support the home 
ind church, Mr. Thomas said. “I believe we can teach recog- 
nition and respect for the right of each individual child to 
have religious training,” he went on. “If the country ever runs 
aground it will be because of lack of character.” 

(The Florida State Education Department has released a 
guidebook on the teaching of spiritual and moral principles 
in public schools.) 


Huge Protestant Rally In France Draws 50,000 


Some fifty thousand Protestants met for a three-day rally in 
Strasbourg, France, in a meeting that was “practically unique 
in the scope of its conception and its methods.” Aim of the 
rally was “to inform the French people that the church has a 
concern for the problems of modern life.” 

The rally called for a “civic-revival”: it called for French 
Protestants to change the idea that politics is outside their 
concern. Professor Roger Mehl, of the University of Stras- 
bourg, said that Christians should take part in politics in ac- 
cordance with their personal convictions. 

This French equivalent to Germany's Kirkentag, held dis- 
cussions on France's colonial rule of Algeria. A resolution was 
adopted that said: “As we read the Bible it becomes perfectly 
clear that every Algerian, even the nationalist, is our brother. 
May sincere and fruitful contact between us lead to recon- 
ciliation.” 

Meanwhile, the New York Times reports that France is in 
the midst of one of the greatest eras of church building in her 
history. Most construction centers around churches damaged 
or destroyed during World War II. Many new churches are 
said to be of stark and virtually unornamented modern design. 


Wycliffe Sending Translating Teams to New Fields 
The Wycliffe Translators are planning to send teams of trans- 
lators into Papua and the Australian Trust Territory of New 
Guinea. Three Wycliffe representatives recently spent several 
weeks surveying the field and conferring with administration 
officials about the possibility of making linguistic studies and 
doing literacy and Bible translation work. 

Although the administration has recently been committed 
to a heavy English teaching program which would leave little 
room for use of the vernaculars, the officials were helpful 
and encouraging, to the extent of recommending a suitable 
site for a headquarters base. 
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Wycliffe reports that the territory to be served has more 
languages without the Scriptures than almost any other com- 
parable area in the world. The latest government language 
list names 471 languages in Papua and Australian New Guinea 
two of which have the whole Bible; ten more have the whole 
New Testament, and thirty-nine more have only some lesser 
portion of the Bible. This leaves 420 languages with no part 
of the Scriptures. Most of these languages have not yet been 
reduced to writing. 


Roundup of Significant News Briefs 


Representatives of Methodists in Norway, Sweden, Denmark 
and Finland met in Denmark for a quadrennial session of the 
Northern Europe Central Conference. The delegates pledged 
themselves to an enlarged missionary program and con- 
demned the growing alcohol traffic. 


Russia’s top churchman, Metropolitan Nikolai, has called the 
recent visit of American churchmen to Russia an event of 
historic significance. He wrote a report on the visit in the 
Church Journal (Moscow). He said the discussions were “ab- 
solutely sincere.” “It is our deep conviction.”” the Metropolitan 
wrote, “that this exchange, and the contacts made by it, will 
bear rich fruits.” 


There is controversy in the Church of England concerning 
the proposed relaxing of the church’s ban of sacraments to 
remarried divorcees. A recent meeting of the lower house of 
the church decided not to vote on the issue until the coming 
May session. The upper house is considering the possibility of 
leaving the matter up to the individual bishops 


An interesting report comes from the commissioners of prisons 
in London. It says three-fourths of the young criminals in 
British jails today “regard religion as a fairy tale.” It added 
that no more than one in ten teen-age lawbreakers knew what 
was involved in professing the Christian faith and most of 
them had grown up in an environment that led them to sup- 
pose that religion had nothing in it. 


The Archbishop of Canterbury will visit the United States in 
April and May of this year to participate in the Jamestown 
Festival. The event will commemorate the 350th anniversary 
of the first successful English colony in the New World.

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That Same Subtle Weapon 


We in this country may well be thoughtful over the 
success of Communists in brainwashing troops captured 
during the Korean war. Recent reports from U. S. mili- 
tary sources say that approximately one-third of all 
American troops taken during this conflict succumbed 
to Red indoctrination and collaborated with the enemy 
to some extent. 

This in itself is an interesting fact, but the report goes 
on to state that Communists achieved their ends largely 
by using mass indoctrination techniques which not only 
made prisoners docile but created suspicion and distrust 
among themselves, making them afraid to join anyone in 
any kind of effective resistance. 

According to one prominent U. S. military psychologist, 
the British lost little time in setting up prison camp 
committees which proved effective in opposing the Com- 
munists. But so successful were the Reds in their ef- 
forts to control American prisoners that at one prison 
camp only six armed guards were needed to control 600 
American troops. 

“The long-range objective,” says the psychologist cited 
above, “was to sell the Communist idea that ‘resistance 
was useless’ and that ‘sooner or later’ Communists would 
control the world.” 

Satan, it would seem, uses much the same methods and 
techniques in accomplishing his ends in our material 
world that he uses in spiritual combat. How quick he 
is to suggest that our situation is hopeless, that a life 
which will count for Christ in an active, aggressive way 
is beyond our reach or that the -difficulties we face are 
overwhelming. And how eagerly he seeks to set one 
Christian against another. 

Our defense, of course, is an unswerving faith. This 
is the shield by which we can “quench all the fiery darts 
of the wicked.” When we remember that “faith cometh 
by hearing, and hearing by the word of God,” we have 
God’s daily answer.

The Closet and the Field 


It has come to us afresh, the gifts for ministering 
which God gave to the two sisters of Bethany, Mary and 
Martha, and the basic difference between them. 

Martha is the one more apt to be unfairly judged, it 
seems to us, in the thinking of a good many people. Our 
Lord’s word to her, as recorded in Luke 10:41, 42, is 
commonly interpreted: “These things about which you 
are so troubled are inconsequential, and perhaps even 
unnecessary. There is need only of one thing, and that 
is to sit at My feet and listen to My word.” 

Actually, our Lord did not say these things. More 
likely the paraphrase should run: “Here you are, 
Martha, bustling about, distracted by a multiplicity of 
duties, when just a little would be enough. Mary, mean- 
while, has chosen to sit here quietly, listening, and that 
good choice cannot be taken from her.” 

The point is, not that Martha was wrong for serving, 
but that she was so anxious and upset about it. The 
Lord was not saying that there is not a place and a time

for work, but that there is a labor “which satisfieth not.” 

By the same token, He was not recommending that 
from that time forth there should be no housework done, 
no meals prepared, no guests served or work of one kind 
or another accomplished in the world. “My Father 
worketh,” He said on another occasion, “and I work.” 
But the root and ground of all service was to lie in fel- 
lowship with Him. 

There is room for both labor and prayer, faith and 
works, communion and service, in Christ’s kingdom 
Great emphasis is sometimes laid on what is termed 
“practical” religion as over against that which is super- 
natural. Actually, this kind of religion turns out to be, 
oftimes, only a system of ethics, with no living dynamic, 
far removed from the faith of the Bible. Moreover, 
“practical” religion isn’t practiced very much. 

We in our portion of the vineyard, on the other hand, 
incline to place a great premium on communion and 
worship as compared with “works.” If the truth were 
known, our high privileges are exercised only a little, 
and we do neither the one nor the other. 

In the life of the Christian both concepts must find 
room if he would truly learn of Christ. “I sat down 
under his shadow with great delight,” sang the poet. 
“That I may know him!” cried that prodigious worker, 
Paul. “Come unto me,” invited our Lord Jesus, then 
almost immediately said, “Take my yoke upon you.” 

The closet and the field are not very far apart. Indeed, 
they are sometimes one. And there is ample room and 
need for both of them. 


Will You Be Too Late? 


World crisis has usually had the effect of turning the 
public mind toward the prophetic Scriptures. As Dr. 
Wilbur M. Smith wrote last fall for his department in the 
December 1956 Moopy MonrtHtiy, developments in the 
atomic era have focused attention particularly on the 
events of The Revelation. 

Since Dr. Smith completed his article, the crisis in the 
Middle East has multiplied by many references to such 
events as Armageddon. As a result even those to whom 
the Bible is little known know something of what it says 
of things to come. 

Against this background the words of Revelation 1:7 
stand out with stark and tragic clearness: “Behold, he 
cometh with the clouds; and every eye shall see him, 
and they that pierced him; and all the tribes of the earth 
shall mourn over him. Even so, Amen” (A.S.V.). 

Why will the tribes of the earth mourn at Christ’s 
coming? Not only at the judgment they face, but at 
what might have been. To us the words above present 
a picture of unutterable sadness as many realize what 
they have missed. It is the love of God that they have 
spurned! This glorious One whom they now see as 
Judge and Ruler is the One who bore the cross for them 
and then waited as long years slipped by for them to 
come to Him. But that will be too late. 

Will you be a part of that great scene of mourning? 
Today is not too late. But “today” may well be shorter 
than we think. 


An Unusual Letter ~. 


May we share a letter with you from one of the readers 
of Moopy Montuty in this country? After a word of 
greeting the writer says: 

“This morning as I was studying I was led to tell you 
of several of my calls yesterday. 

“First, I called on Miss who is _ ninety-eight. 
This was my ninth weekly call. She is in a nursing 
home and very deaf. Last week she asked for a Testa- 
ment and studied John 3:16 where there is a blank space 
for a name to be signed. This week she wondered if 
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Jesus could be trusted. Others had cheated and lied to 
her and one had stolen her home. 

“When I told her that I also had lost my home through 
a dishonest man, she was ready to listen about the new 
Home to which I'll be going soon and to which she could 
go also if she trusted Jesus. She asked me to call back 
next week—all this in a voice so loud that everyone on 
that floor heard how to get a new home in heaven. 

“The next call was on a lady in the hospital. Today 
she wanted me to talk about sin and its remedy. She 
was in great pain and asked for prayer. As prayer was 
offered in Christ’s name, the pain either left or was made 
endurable. Time was up but Mrs. White asked me to 
come back tomorrow and introduce my Friend to her. 

“The third call was on a ten-year-old boy who had 
been missing two Sundays from Sunday school. His 
mother was not at home, but his younger sister called 
him. From him and others I learned that they had to 
dress themselves on Sunday, get their own breakfast and 
leave for Sunday school because their parents were still 
sleeping. 

“Some other boys in the home asked what Sunday 
school meant. So I sat down with the Wordless Book 
and talked about Jesus, and six children, two of whom 
had never been in Sunday school in their lives, wanted 
to invite Jesus into their hearts. This was done and 
then I showed them the Testament with the blank space 
in John 3:16. Each one had to try his own name there. 

“Now I must go back with six Testaments and a pen 
and watch each sign. Then they want me to tell them 
more about Jesus. All want to come to my Sunday 
school class which is for boys only.” 

The letter closes with the question, “Why was I asked 
to write you about our visits yesterday?” If, as you 
have been reading the Holy Spirit has reminded you of 
some errands He would have you do very soon for the 
Lord Jesus Christ, perhaps you know why He led to the 
writing of the letter. 


The Unseen Price Tag 

Probably this word will come as no great surprise to 
anyone. Yet it is another bit of proof for the over- 
whelming case which liquor is building against itself day 
after day. 

According to the Methodist Board of Temperance more 
than 60 per cent of all arrests made by police in the first 
six months of the past year were due to crimes directly 
related to alcoholic beverages. The finding was based 
on police reports from 1,771 cities as compiled in the 
FBI’s “Uniform Crime Report.” 

During the six month period there was an average of 
nearly 10,000 arrests a day for liquor related offenses. 
These included 1,273,000 arrests for drunkenness, 325 for 
disorderly conduct, 137,000 for driving while intoxicated 
and over 50,000 for violations of state and federal liquor 


laws. The Board of Temperance was not of course able 
to determine the number of other crimes such as rape, 
manslaughter and homicide in which liquor played a 
part. 

And so we have another reminder that for the indi- 
viduals involved and their families, for law enforcement 
agencies and for the public as a whole the cost of Amer- 
ica’s “little drink” is high indeed. 


Promises 

How many promises are in the Bible? According to 
a count recently completed by Everek R. Storms, editor 
of The Gospel Banner, there are 8,810. Of these, 85 per 
cent or 7,487 are promises given by God to man. 

You may be surprised that more than one-third of 
the Bible’s promises are in three books, Isaiah, Jeremiah 
and Ezekiel—more than 1,000 each. Only one book of 
the Bible—Titus—has no promises at all, though seven- 
teen others contain fewer than ten promises each. 

Many verses have more than one promise; Isaiah, 40:31 
has four. One chapter, Deuteronomy 28, Editor Storms 
points out, has 133. But he adds that for Christians 
Psalm 37 is the most wonderful promise chapter with 
43 promises such as “Delight thyself also in the Lord and 
he shall give thee the desires of thine heart.” 

Commenting on his research, Storms says, “These 
promises are ours for the asking—7,487 of them made by 
God Himself. They are waiting for us to test and prove 
them. We go to church and sing, ‘Standing on the 
Promises,’ but most of us are sitting on them.” 

Which is a thought. The promises are ours.

Are we 


Those Two Big Questions 

These are days when every Christian should ask him- 
self two very serious questions. 

The first is, “Am I where God wants me?” The 
thoughtful Christian must realize that our missionary 
force is pitifully small. Lines are already thin, and 
mushrooming population means the task they face is 
more impossible each year. Not only are workers needed 
to swell the ranks of missionaries, but laymen are needed 
to go as Christian business men, as teachers, students and 
professional men to live and witness in missionary 
countries. 

The second question is for those who feel they are in 
God’s appointed place and it is no less searching: “Am 
I effective in the place where God has put me?” 

What is your total job for Christ?- Your sphere of 
influence may include the milkman, the family next door, 
your Sunday school class of wriggling primaries. 
But are you reaching them? Your job in part may be 
to give and send and pray. Are you living out your call? 
Are you effective where you are? 
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I will lift up mine eyes unto the hills, from whence cometh my help. 
My help cometh from the Lord, which made heaven and earth. 
A He will not suffer my foot to be moved: He that keepeth thee will not slumber. 
Behold, He that keepeth Israel shall neither slumber nor sleep. 
The Lord is thy keeper: the Lord is thy shade upon thy right hand. 
The sun shall not smite thee by day, nor the moon by night. 
The Lord shall preserve thee from all evil: He shall preserve thy soul. 
The Lord shall preserve thy going out and thy coming in 
From this time forth, and even for evermore. 


—Psalm 121 
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RITING as a college student some years before his martyrdom in Ecuador last Janu- 
ary, James Elliot summed up the driving force behind the gospel in these well- 
chosen words: 

“As Christians,” said Jim Elliot, “we dare not look ahead nor plan at all except 
we first reckon with the cross. . . The work of Jesus Christ in redeeming fallen man- 
kind has been completed. But all mankind has not yet heard—nor shall it hear until 
those of us who know His life proclaim by bold witness the hated message of His 
death and resurrection. Our knowledge increases our responsibility, and God has 
chosen us to this high calling.” 

As another year dawned, it was crystal clear that how much 1957 would count in 
terms of reaching men for Christ depended on the average Christian’s awareness 
of this calling. 

There would be no lack of need or opportunity. Two thousand years this side 
of the cross, world statisticians were writing 800 million “Christians” among the 
glohe’s 242 billion population. And though for the first time church membership 
in the U.S. had passed the 100 million mark, empty pews and emptier lives told 
of urgent need in our own country. 

There were indications that 1957 could be a year of great significance. Abroad, 
though many doors were closed, missionary workers had the means of reaching 
multiplied thousands by radio, the gospel van with PA system, the correspondence 
Bible course and increasingly effective gospel literature. At home, along with 
the sum-total of other evangelistic effort, the coming Graham campaign in New 
York City held out the hope not only that great numbers of that center's eight 
million souls might be brought to Christ, but that the impact would be felt 
throughout the nation. 

But need and opportunity in themselves do not spell gospel advance. Historically 
this has come as men have realized God’s will and have followed His way of 
prayer, of witness and personal sacrifice. 

No one would deny that one of the great and basic needs of the year ahead 
was prayer—more prayer, seemingly, and more effectual prayer than has been 
known in recent generations. Were Christians capable of grasping this need and 
responding to meet the opportunities of 1957? 

No less was the need for the clear and holy light of a Christ-like witness— 
a witness that was in the world but not part of it, a witness marked by un- 
faltering faithfulness and by lives that spoke in unison with lips. 

Even all this without real sacrifice would be too little. If methods of the modern 
world had greatly increased the gospel outreach, those very methods, along 
with other factors were steadily hiking evangelism’s costs. Many a worthwhile 
Christian work might be hampered in the year ahead by the cold necessity of 
meeting monthly bills. 

Did the church in 1957 still have the will to sacrifice for Jesus Christ? Christians 
in a world of rising living costs, where comforts were dearly valued and a new 
house, or vacation trip loomed large in their thinking of the moment, would have 
to give the answer. 

Meanwhile they would have to face the fact that, whatever their decisions, 
some in their generation were capable ‘of heroic sacrifice. Stories of giving for 
the cause of Christ were being spelled out on the steadily lengthening list of 
martyrs, on mission fields where often one missionary struggled to reach tens of 
thousands, in hard places here at home where pastors and other workers labored 
against discouraging odds. More common than many realized were such instances 
as the quiet sacrifice of the missionary doctor who worked in a U.S. hospital 
throughout his furlough, maintaining himself and family on his mission allowance, 
so his substantial earnings might go to the work he had left on the foreign field. 

Such sacrifices as these made it clear that some at least well knew the high 
calling of Jim Elliot and others of his kind. But were “ordinary” Christians 
capable of caring this much in 1957? The year would tell the story. END

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The Year Before Us 
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HORTLY after I took my first church, God made His five 

“all things” [see box] very real to me. My Thanksgiving 

Day schedule was full. There was to be a church service 

at 11:00 am. A wedding at 12:30 was to be followed by 
a reception at the bride’s home. Then I was to drive the bride 
and groom to Broad Street Station and take three members 
of my church to the Prospect Park Bible Class Conference 
where I was to speak at 3:00 P.M. 

We were late leaving the reception. Then while crossing 
the Delaware River bridge I picked up a large nail in one of 
my back tires, so large that with every turn of the wheel 
there was a resounding “bump!” I wanted to stop, but a 
motorcycle policeman was right behind and his emphatic 
wave meant “clear the bridge!” So we bumped across, every 
turn of the wheel beating and battering my tire and rim.

God's Sandpaper 


had heard me preach on Romans 8:28. Either I had to practice 
what I’d said or deny everything. Almost desperately I began 
to sing the “Doxology” so the strains of “Praise God froin 
whom all blessings flow” mingled with the bump, bump, bun:p 
of my disintegrating tire and battered rim as we jolted across 
the bridge. 

Later I was amazed at how literally God’s five “all things” 
worked out in this instance. I had already benefited from the 
discipline of having to trust God and accept His will, but 
there was more to come after I had made my apologies at the 
conference and brought my message. After the service I was 
approached by a man with a question about what size tires 
I used on my car. 

“You know,” he said, after I had told him, “I have a brand 
new tire, tube and rim of that size at home in my gara‘e 
that I don’t know what to do with. Just come around and 
get it!” 

Now don’t misunderstand me. I’m not saying that every 
time you have a flat tire experience you’ll see God’s working 
quite that quickly. But I do say that God has a great and 
far-reaching blessing for you if you see such circumstances 
as in His will and accept them as His all-wise provision. 


+ But to do this you must first be very clear in your thinking 
about God’s purpose. What is His supreme desire for you in 
this year ahead? It is that right now, here in this world, you 
be made more like the Lord Jesus Christ. “For whom he did 
foreknow, he also did predestinate to be conformed to the 
image of his Son” (Rom. 8:29). 

Sometimes we think that God’s first concern is how much 
we can do for Him—how many sermons we can preach, how 
many classes we can teach, how many souls we can lead to 
the Lord or how much we can give Him. But God’s first 
purpose is that we ourselves should be transformed to be 
like Christ. 

There is only one way that a man can be made like the 
Lord Jesus Christ: it is by “looking unto Jesus the author and 
finisher of our faith” (Heb. 12:2). Salvation comes when a 
man looks to Christ on Calvary. When he believes that Christ 
died for his sins, that He was buried and rose again, and 
confesses Him as Saviour, God saves that man for Jesus’ sake. 

So far as his judicial standing before God is concerned, 
the new-born babe in Christ is cleansed from all sin’s guilt 
and is seated with Him in heaven victorious in all things. 
“But God ... hath quickened us together with Christ . . 
and hath raised us up together, and made us sit together in 
heavenly places in Christ Jesus” (Eph. 2:4-6). 

But what Christian feels that he has defeated all that is 
of the world, the flesh and the self-life? As the believer

learns that the old self-life was put to death on the cross 
ct Calvary, however, and relies on the undwelling Holy Spirit 
to live the Christ-life in and through him, God’s purpose of 
conforming him to the image of His Son is carried out. 

Sometimes the extent of this transformation is almost un- 
believable. I think, for example, of the president of our men’s 
Bible class. For years he was a Christian, but a defeated one. 
ill his life he had been known for his quick temper. It would 
flare up at the drop of a hat—the kind of hot, fierce anger 
which knocks a man down first and talks things over later on. 

But as Bill grasped the truth that his old self had been 
put to death on the cross and that the Holy Spirit was now 
within to take over as often and as completely as he would 
let Him, he became a changed man. Today I doubt whether 
there is anything you could do to him that would make him 
lose his temper. 

How did Bill’s self-life die and the Christ-life take its 
place? God kept putting him into irritating situations until 
he discovered the truth of Galatians 2:20 in his own life: “I 
am crucified with Christ: nevertheless I live; yet not I, but 
Christ liveth in me: and the life which I now live in the 
flesh I live by the faith of the Son-of God, who loved me, and 
gave himself for me.” 

What took place in Bill’s life can be accomplished in your 
life—and this is what God wants to do. Your “I” must be 
crucified, and then the life of Christ must live in and through 
you. As worry, fretting, discouragement, temper, bad habits 
or other sins of the world, the flesh or the self-life allure 
you, stop a moment and say, “I am crucified to that, Lord 
Jesus, because of Calvary. And now, Lord Jesus, You live my 
life for me. I know You do not worry. You cannot fret. You 
can have no bad habits. You take over.” 

Will He help you? Beyond the shadow of a doubt. And 
one of the things He will do consistently is put you into 
situations which will force you to die to your old self so 
the Christ-life may take over. “For we which live are alway 
delivered unto death for Jesus’ sake, that the life also of 
Jesus might be made manifest in our mortal flesh” (II Cor. 
4:11). 


+ ONLY as you understand these things will you be in a 
position to understand some of the circumstances in which you 
will inevitably find yourself in the coming months. And only 
then will God’s five “all things” come to have their full 
meaning in your life. For God will engineer the circumstances 
surrounding your life in such a way that the unlikenesses 
to our Lord Jesus Christ are worked out of your life. He will 
use the sandpaper of others to rub off your unlikenesses to 
Christ. 

He may do this by means of your associations. At the office 
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Your "sandpaper situation" may exist within the home. Lambert photc 


or shop He may put a neat, tidy, meticulous worker next to 
one who is careless and untidy. One man will keep his books 
and papers in perfect order. But the man next to him will 
keep his desk piled high with unsightly litter. The one man 
will always be tidying up; the other will be adding to the 
disorder and confusion. 

Or a neat and painstaking mother will be given a husband 
and children who will not hang up their hats and coats. 
Company comes and there’s not a chair to sit on. Books are 
piled on one chair, papers on another; mail is scattered all 
over the table. If this is your experience, don’t blame your 
dear ones. It is the Lord who has planned it so. He wants to 
see you die to the self-life that keeps you from His best. 

God will take somebody who is fast and clever and put him 
with someone who is slow and plodding. The fast person 
rushes through his work. The slow one takes his time; if he 
doesn’t get done today, tomorrow is all right. The fast one 
gets aggravated because he can’t speed the slow one up. The 
slow one is irritated because he thinks the fast worker is 
pushing him around. 

The Lord may put the hard worker with the lazy one. 
Feelings get hurt, if nothing else. But “Give thanks always 
for all things.” 

The warm, loving nature is often put with the human 
icebox. The weakling is put with the strong. The noisy one is 
placed so he rubs the quiet’ person. The talkative one finds 
himself with “Silent Jim.” 


+ At school the wakeful roommate gets the sleepy one. One 
wants the light out early; the other wants to read or study 
until the wee, small hours. One wants to get up at 4:00 a.m.; 
the other wants to sleep late. They have to live together for 
a whole serhester, but at least one of them has to die and 
let Christ live His life if there is to be peace in the room. 

Many missionaries never go back for the second term 
because they are too much alive. Their “I” never died. If 
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this lesson were learned earlier, so they would recognize the 
hand of the Lord and could go to the field immune to the 
sandpaper of opposites, there would be more veteran mis- 
sionaries on the field. 

If I haven’t yet mentioned the thing that irritates you, 
you put it in. Remember a dead person can’t be irritated. The 
Lord will work out His purpose in your life. He will make you 
die to give you victory in Christ’s life. 


+ Gop has other kinds of sandpaper. Discouragement and 
frustration are a mighty pair. Often God will let you go 
down to the very depths of despair, that you may cease to lean 
on the old “I” and know the joy of resting in Christ. 

And be careful how you pray. One woman in my congrega- 
tion prayed for patience. Then a few days later, in surprise 
and distress, she told me of the tribulations that God had 
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God will put you where you have to die to 
self, that the Christ-life may take over 


sent her way. But God’s Word says that “tribulation worketh 
patience,” (Rom. 5:3), and God was merely working out His 
purpose in her life. Why should you not pray for tribulation? 
The Lord will send it because He wants to make you patient 

How mindful will you be of God’s purpose for you in 1957? 
It is a far more glorious purpose than mere success or blessing 
or joy or service. 

If you want God’s purpose to be realized in you this year 
and for your life on earth, live each day with the realization 
that “all things are of God,” that “all things are for your 
sakes,” and that “all things work together for good.” Then 
be ready “in all things” to give Him thanks. 

Pray that the Lord will teach you to die that Christ may 
live as you reckon all things—the disappointments, the dis- 
couragements, the tribulations, the carelessness of others, 
their haste or slowness or whatever may grind or irritate— 
to be for your good and for God’s glory. END

The Year in Bible Archaeologs 


By Howard F. Vos 


The archaeologists spade is digging into the 


dust of millenniums, and with every spadeful 


AST year, in spite of Middle East 

turmoil, archaeologists in Bible lands 

7 launched enough expeditions into 

the past to make it one of the biggest 
years in the history of Bible archaeology. 

Against a backdrop of political songs 
in praise of Egypt’s president, Abdul 
Gamar Nasser, G. Ernest Wright sunk 
his pick into the mound of ancient 
Shechem. While the UN still worried 
about the hundreds of thousands of Arab 
refugees displaced in 1947-48 by the State 
of Israel, Joseph P. Free employed some 
of them to dig at Dothan (in Jordan). 
Ironically, they cleared part of the 
streets of Elisha’s day, when Hebrews 
controlled the area. 

As Nasser stirred a hot political kettle 
in his effort to get funds for Egypt’s new 
Aswan Dam, Oriental Institute Egyptol- 
ogists copied inscriptions from walls of 
buildings that will be inundated when 
the dam is completed. These and a half 
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Bible history is confirmed. 


dozen other projects add up to a rather 
impressive record for the men and wom- 
en who last year cut slices from the 
“layer cake” civilizations of the Near 
East. 

Detailed reports usually are not given 
for a year or more after a season of 
excavation has been completed. But pre- 
liminary statements on some of the 1956 
projects have been obtained for this 
article. Descriptions of others will be in- 
cluded in archaeological news summaries 
for future issues of Moopy MONTHLY. 

Some other archaeological expeditions 
to the Near East in 1956 are not included 
—either because they do not relate to 
Bible archaeology or because the writer 
has not been able to get information 
concerning them. 

é 
+ THE excavation most widely reported 
in the public press during the year was 
at El-Jib, Jordan, about eight miles 


north of Jerusalem. Archaeologists work- 
ing there represented the University of 
Pennsylvania Museum and the Church 
Divinity School of the Pacific, Berkeley, 
Calif. Dr. James B. Pritchard of the 
Divinity School led the expedition. 

Only rarely do excavators find an in- 
scription bearing the ancient name of 
the site on which they are working, but 
such was the good fortune of the El-Jib 
expedition. This was Gibeon, mentioned 
forty-three times in the Bible and de- 
scribeqY in the book of Joshua as “a great 
city . . . one of the royal cities” (Josh 
10:2). 

Gibeon, one of the larger cities yet 
discovered in Palestine, was found to 
spread over sixteen acres. A thick wall 
surrounds it, ten feet wide over most of 
its length, although the wall was en 
larged at vital points to a width of 
twenty-six feet and was fortified with 
towers.

Also laid bare were parts of the city’s 
water system. To the archaeologists, the 
most spectacular discovery in ten weeks 
of digging was a circular pool cut out of 
solid rock and large enough to contain 
a three-story house. Excavators believe 
this pool was the one mentioned in II 
Samuel 2, the scene of the battle between 
the men of Abner, captain for Saul’s son, 
and the men of Joab, captain of David's 
forces. 





+ A few miles north of Gibeon lies Bibli- 
cal Shechem (Tell Balatah). Here in 
August a team of archaeologists rep- 
resenting Drew University and Mc- 
Cormick Theological Seminary, in affilia- 


tion with the American Schools of 
Oriental Research, began a_ projected 
five-year program of excavation, with 


Dr. G. Ernest Wright of McCormick in 
charge. 

Next to Jerusalem and Samaria, this 
ancient city of Shechem, standing guard 
between the mountains of Ebal and 
Gerizim, has perhaps the most inter- 


| esting and important history of the Bib- 


lical cities of Palestine. It was here 
where Abraham first encamped when 
God called him out of Ur of the Chaldees 
(Gen. 12:6) into the land of Canaan. 

A German expedition did a great deal 
of digging at Shechem in 1913-14 and in 
1926-27. But the site has had to be redug 
in order to learn its secrets and properly 
date what was previously found. Work 
in 1956 began with the excavation of the 
east gateway of the city. 

Findings at the site shed light on at 
least three Bible references. First, the 
temple of the God of the Covenant (A.V. 
“god Berith’) mentioned in Judges 9:46 
still exists. This is the largest temple in 
pre-Roman Palestine. Second, I Kings 
12:25 records that Jeroboam I, first ruler 
of the Northern Kingdom, made Shech- 
em his capital and fortified it. Some 
of Jeroboam’s hasty and rather poor 
repair of the old ruined fortifications

was found. Third, Solomon’s official in 
Ephraim, mentioned in I Kings 4:8, was 
stationed in Shechem, according to Dr. 
Wright, and probably it is the ruins of 
the royal granary which lie near the 
temple. 

In concluding his report on the ex- 
cavation, Dr. Wright observes: “The 
most unusual object discovered was a 
rare coin from Macedonia, dating ca. 
500 B.c., the earliest coin thus far found 
in Palestine.” 


+ Near the Israel border in Northern 
Jordan are the ruins of the ancient town 
of Dothan (Tell Dotha). Here Dr. Joseph 
P. Free led the Wheaton College Archae- 
ological Expedition in its fourth season 
of excavation. In Scripture, Dothan 
figures prominently in the lives of Joseph 
and Elisha (Gen. 37:17; II Kings 6:13). 
This year’s work was concentrated in 
two areas of the twenty-five acre mound. 

“In the first area,” Dr. Free says, “we 
found the walls, the rooms, the houses, 
and the little streets and the other re- 
mains from the days of Elisha, about 850 
B.c., and in the next lower levels the 
remains from the days of King Solomon, 
about 950 B.c. 

“In these levels, from the general period 
1000-800 B.c., we found quantities of ash 
and charred wood, which indicated the 
destruction of the city by fire right in the 
period when the Bible refers to the in- 
vasions of the Syrians and Assyrians 
from the north. A_ small skeleton, 
crushed by one of the large building 
stones in the destruction of the city, 
gave more evidence of violent destruction 
at ancient Dothan in the time of the 
kings of Israel.” 

The second area proved to contain an 
Arabic building that was in use 1200-1400 
A.D. Constructed around a_ courtyard 
thirty by forty feet in size, the building 
contained twenty-five rooms. 

In the far north of Israel, almost 
under the shadow of Syria’s guns, ar- 
chaeologists found the remains of an- 
cient Hazor (modern Tel el Qedah). 
Hazor was the capital of the Canaanite 
kingdom conquered by Joshua when the 
Israelites came into Palestine at the end 
of their wilderness wanderings (Josh. 
11:1-13).

Here last year the able Hebrew Uni- 
vivsity staff under the leadership of 
Yigael Yadin, chief of staff of the Israeli 
aimy during the Arab-Israel hostilities 
oi 1947, conducted a second season of 
excavation. Financed by a quarter mil- 
lion dollar grant by James A. Rothchild, 
this team may well make Hazor the 
most thorough excavation in Palestinian 
archaeological history. Reports on this 
excavation are still forthcoming. 

We must also await further informa- 
tion on excavations at Jericho and Diban 
and explorations in the Negeb. At Old 
Testament Jericho, Kathleen Kenyon 
azain supervised the British School of 
Archaeology dig. Most discoveries were 
niade in the levels dating before 3000 B.c. 


+ To the southeast of Jerusalem, in 
ancient Moab—the high, rolling plateau 
which lies just east of the Dead Sea— 
William H. Morton of the Southern Bap- 
tist Theological Seminary led a _ joint 
excavation by the Seminary and the 
American Schoo's of Oriental Research. 
Discoveries there should throw light on 
the period when the kings of Israel con- 
trolled that region. 

In the Negeb, a triangular wedge of 
land in the south of Israel, formerly a 
desert region, Dr. Nelson Glueck, presi- 
dent of Hebrew Union College in Cin- 
cinnati, conducted another season of 
exploration last summer. Under the 
auspices of Hebrew Union College and 
the Louis M. Rabinowitz Foundation, Dr. 
Glueck has sought to make a complete 
study of the area. 

To date, well over 225 ancient settle- 
ments have been found in this sup- 
posedly desert area. As modern Jews 
moved to the area they discovered the 
conservation techniques employed by the 
ancients, and so have found it possible 
to live here. Here also, pin-pointing the 
dangers an archaeologist faces in the 
Near East, Dr. Glueck was fired on by 
Arabs last July. He escaped unharmed. 

The Oriental Institute of the Uni- 


versity of Chicago was one of the busiest 


archaeological organizations during 1956. 
\fter thirty-five years of research and 
abulation, the Institute published the 
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first volume of its projected Assyrian 
dictionary. More than twenty more 


volumes are planned. This project will | 


provide scholars for the first time with 
an effective tool to decipher the count- 
less thousands of Mesopotamian clay 
tablets, many of which have a direct 
bearing on Bible study. 

As was said at the beginning, the 
Oriental Institute Epigraphic Expedition 
busied itself during the 1956 season with 
copying inscriptions from monuments 
and walls that will be inundated when 


the new Aswan Dam is completed. More- | 


over, this group (under the leadership of 
Dr. George R. Hughes and Dr. Charles 
Nims) worked at the temple of Rameses 
III (who ruled about 1200 B.c.) at Luxor, 
Egypt. Over the years the Epigraphic

cavated at Nippur in Southern Iraq. 
Here, under the leadership of Richard 
C. Haines, the expedition centered its 
attack on the great temple of Inanna, 
Sumerian goddess of love and warfare. 

Here also it was learned that over the 
centuries seven temples had been built. 
Of particular interest to the Bible stu- 
dent is the temple of the Ur III level 
(about 2000 B.c.), which dates back to 
the lifetime of Abraham. This structure 
serves to illustrate Joshua 24:2, where 


it is said that Terah, the father of | 


Abraham, served other gods. 

One obtains some idea of the great 
size of this Ur III temple in that, though 
the excavated area approximated sixty- 
five by forty-eight yards, it covered little 
more than a third of the original area. 

So much for 1956. Although in the 
Near East cold war turned into a hot 
war, which at this writing seems to be 
slowly cooling again, the heroes of pick 
and spade are cautiously making plans 
for 1957. Some stil! hold ship reserva- 
tions in the hope that a UN “deep fteeze” 
will quiet the area by sailing date. They 


may have the answer to that question | 
by the time this article is in print.

are called to work. One gifted com- 
mentator on modern society has said 
that “the Christian faith has been re- 
duced, in this generation, to a ballet of 
bloodless categories.” 

If that is true, we must see to it that 
our witness is not that of second-hand 
religion or borrowed theology. We must 
discover a thrilling sense of immediacy, 
a directness of touch, a spiritual drive 
and a passionate concern for the souls 
of men, which only personal encounter 
with the living Christ can give.

In trying to learn how 
best we may discharge this task I want 
to suggest five things which seem to me 
supremely relevant, and which, for my- 
self at any rate, have proved to be 
guiding lines of policy and discipline. 


+ THE church of Jesus Christ will always 
be contrary to the spirit of the age. 

The preacher in the medern world 
dares not underestimate the reality of 
evil. His eyes must be wide open to the 
true conditions of the world in which 
we live. He must never forget that that 
wold is the same world which once 
crucified the Lord of Glory. Its only 
answer to Christ is Calvary. 

Has the heart of man changed since 
then? If we accept the Biblical verdict 
there will be no doubt about our answer. 
“The heart is deceitful above all things, 
and desperately wicked” (Jer. 17:9). 

The terrifying realism of the Bible 
leaves us in no doubt as to the twentieth 
century’s reaction to the Son of God. 


We want no living Christ, whose truth 
intense 

Pretends to no belief in our pretense, 

And, flashing on all folly and deceit, 

Would blast our world to ashes at our 
feet. 


If this is the true attitude of the 
world to God and His grace, if the world 
in this generation is antichrist in spirit, 
as it has been in every other generation, 
will not the church—if she is truly the 
church—be contrary to the spirit of the 
age? Yet how pathetic have been our 
eflorts to accommodate to our age! 

We import the idioms of the world into 
our music, into our programming, into 
our finances, into our fellowship. We 
imagine our preaching is better sup- 
ported by quotations from modern poets 
or illustrations from the latest nove's. 
We play down the great scriptural affir- 
mations about man and his sin. We 
gloss over the categorical imperatives of 
the Sermon on the Mount. We avoid 
declaring the absolute dichotomy which 
exists between the kingdoms of this 
world and the kingdom of God. 

In all these ways and many others we 
show how forgetful we have been of this 
truth: the church of Christ was never 
meant to feel at home in the world. 
Said our Lord: “If the world hate you, 
ye know that it hated me before it hated 
you” (John 15:18). 

You and I as pastors should recognize 
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personal encounter with the liwing Christ. 


it as a first principle of our ministry that 
the true church will always be contrary 
to the spirit of the age. 


+ THE reproach of Christ will therefore 
be an acid test of the disciple’s faithful- 
ness. 

Paul speaks of the ceasing of “the 
offence of the cross.” None of us would 
be truly human without a natural desire 
that we and our message should be ap- 
proved by men. It is quite impossible, 
however, to preach Christ faithfully 
without saying a great number of things 
that sting the natural heart of man and 
rouse it into opposition and rebellion. 

Wherever we go we will meet with the 
preference of men to hear what G. K. 
Chesterton described as “one solid and 
polished cataract of platitudes flowing 
forever and ever.” To refuse to meet that 
preference is to accept the offence of 
the cross. 

What is the offence of the cross? Let 
me remind you how our Saviour in His 
temptation in the wilderness accepted 
the cross. He refused to satisfy Himself. 
He refused to use the spectacular in 
order to further His ministry. He re- 
fused all accommodations with the spirit 
of the age and every age when He in- 
sisted that the will of God was sovereign 
in all things. 

The devil will attack at every level. 
He will look for a vulnerable spot in 
things material and financial. He will 
persuade us to follow the glittering and 
the glamorous line to further gospel 
ends. 
first love of Christ to ecclesiastical pre- 
ferment and community prestige. 

I would again remind you that only 
in the measure in which we share the 
fellowship of our Saviour’s sufferings will 
we know the power of His resurrection. 
May it not be said of any one of us that 
“the offence of the cross has ceased.”’ 


+ THE way of prayer is the way to power. 

When our Saviour came down from 
the mount of transfiguration He found 
His disciples with the father of the de- 
moniac boy. The father came to Him 
and said, “I brought him to Thy disciples 
and they could not cure him.” 

Later, when at the Lord’s rebuke the 
demon departed, the disciples came to 
Jesus and said, “Why could we not* cast 
him out?” To this our Saviour replied, 
“Because of your unbelief. . . . Howbeit 
this kind goeth not out but by prayer 


He will woo us away from our’ 


and fasting” (Matt. 17:14-21.) I would 
emphasize the need for re-evaluating the 
place of prayer in our ministry. I should 
not be surprised if the Lord as He looks 
into our hearts sees that that is our 
greatest sin—the sin of prayerlessness. If 
that be so, we must come to the Lord 
with this cry on our lips: “Lord, teach 
us to pray.” May I suggest to you some 
of the ways in which we will learn “to 
pray?” 

First of all we will learn to pray alone. 
William C. Burns, one of Scotland's 
greatest preachers and one of China’s 
greatest missionaries, wrote his sister 
thus: “The great fundamental error, as 
far as I can see, in the economy of the 
Christian life which many (and alas! I 
for one) commit, is that of having too 
few and too short periods of solemn re- 
tirement with our gracious Father and 
His adorable Son Jesus Christ.” Like our 
Master we will try to steal away from the 
busyness and the pressures of many 
duties to be alone with God. 

In the school of prayer we will also 
learn to pray together. We lose a great 
deal of spiritual effectiveness simply by 
not setting ourselves to create occasions 
for united intercession. Special grace 
is promised to two who agree together. 
Where two or three meet tozether, there 
is the Master. It is good to have a iriend 
with whom you can pray. It is good to 
have a group with whom in perfect open- 
ness you can seek the throne of grace. 

We will also learn in this school to 
pray always. Prayer isn’t something that 
we do, and then stop doing. If we are 
realiy praying we carry our prayers with 
us wherever we go. It is a discipline. It 
is an art that can be learned. Whenever 
a thought comes to you, that thought 
can immediately be translated into 
prayer. In this way you bezin to fulfill 
our Saviour’s commandment that “Men 
ought always to pray and not to faint.” 

Real prayer also will mean praying 
thrcugh. What does that mean? It 
means praying past the saying of 
prayers. It means praying past praying. 
It means praying past unanswered 
prayer. It means timeless prayer. It 
means definite prayer. It means prayer 
in the will of God. It means praying the 
prayers that God Himself has inspired. 
It is the prayer of faith. 

I speak to you not as one who has al- 
ready attained, but as one who has 
glimpsed something of the horizons of 
this kind of prayer. I believe that the 
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supreme need of the ministry is for 


prayer like this. 


+ THE Word must rule the church. 
Two centuries ago, George Whitefield 


preached on the duties of a gospel min- 


ister. “You'll never preach with power 
feelingly,” he said, “while you déal in 
a false commerce with truth unfelt. It 
will be but poor, dry, sapless stuff—your 
people will go away out of the church as 
cold as they came in. For my part,” he 
cried, “I would not preach an unknown 
Christ for ten thousand worlds. Such 
offer God strange fire and their sermons 
will but increase their own damnation.” 


When the Word is preached like this | 


something always happens. The true 
Word never returns void. It always pros- 
pers abundantly. When the Word rules 
the church it makes its own highway. 
When the Word is honored, it opens up 
undreamed-of possibilities in minister- 
ing. 

Therefore I say to you, “Preach the 
Word,” and the excellency of the power 
will be seen to be of God and not of us. 
True edification of the saints will result 
and the Lord alone will be glorified. 


It is His delight to do this. 
ministry. What’s more, I believe He 
longs to do that through every preacher 
of the gospel. This is not a question of 
gifts; this is a question of grace. 

When you and I confess that “Jesus 
Christ is Lord to the glory of God the 
Father,” there and then is the anointing 
of the Holy Ghost. It is this enduement 
which will make our words mighty. I 
pray that we may all increasingly and 
unceasingly let ourselves be possessed by 
the Spirit of God in order that in us and 


| + Tue Holy Spirit alone can glorify the | 
| Son of God. | 
It is His 
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through us the Son of God our Saviour 
may be exalted. 

Isaac Walton described John Donne in 
the pulpit of St. Paul’s: “. . . preaching 
the Word so, as showed his own heart 
was possessed with those very thoughts 
and joys that he laboured to distil into 
no others.” 

May this be the delight of all our hearts 
as we face the world again in company 
with the Lord. END

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The Fulton Street Prayer Meeting 


and the Great Revival 


By Wilbur M. Smith 


A glimpse of the literature surrounding 


the noontime prayer meetings of a century 


ago from which came the Great Revival of 1858 


T is not without significance that the evangelistic campaign 
| f Billy Graham and his party to be launched in New York 

City in April of this year 1957 should occur exactly one 
hundred years from the initial meetings of the most famous 
ga‘hering for prayer known in American history, if not the 
history of English speaking people—the Fulton Street Prayer 
Meeting. 

In these columns I do not want so much to discuss the 
prayer meeting itself as the literature it precipitated, though 
an introductory word about the prayer meeting will be 
necessary. 

The basic volume for understanding the direct origin and 
early development of this remarkable gathering is found in 
a work entitled, The Noon Prayer Meeting of the North Dutch 
Church, Fulton Street, New York. The author was a pastor 


-of the Reformed Protestant Dutch Church in New York, 


Dr. Talbot W. Chambers, who was assigned by the executive 
committee of the Board of Publication of the Reformed 
Protestant Dutch Church to write the official history of the 
meeting. 

As we shall see in studying this literature, some of the 
most distinguished clergymen of the eastern part of the 
United States not only enthusiastically participated in this 
revival, but also felt under obligation to write books about 
it. Our more distinguished clergymen today seem to shun 
producing this type of literature. 

Dr. Chambers, for example, was president of the executive 
committee of the American Tract Society during the last 
four years of his life, was editor of the Presbyterian and Re- 
formed Review, did the translation and editing of the volume 
on Zechariah in the Lange series of commentaries, translated 
the volume on I and II Corinthians in the famous Meyer 
series of commentaries on the New Testament, and was a 
member of the Old Testament Committee of the American 
Bible Revision Committee, (the only pastor on the Old 
Testament Committee). 


+ THE Fulton Street Prayer Meeting may be said to have 
begun because of a more or less distressing situation that 
increasingly prevailed in the North Dutch Church of Fulton 
Street. There was a time when this great edifice had been 
crowded with worshipers at every service, but in the middle 
oi the last century the neighborhood had undergone a con- 
siderable change, forcing a number of famous churches, 
such as the Broadway Tabernacle and the Brick Presbyterian 
Church, to move farther uptown. 

The Consistcry of the Fulton Street Church felt that 
instead of moving they ought to begin a more vigorous evan- 
gelical effort in their changing community. As part of this

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program they employed as a parish visitor and personal 
worker a layman by the name of J. C. Lanphier who, upon 
being appointed to this work in July 1857, resigned his em- 
ployment in secular business. Lanphier divided his field into 
districts and began to regularly visit from house to house 
calling upon every family and as far as possible each in- 
dividual, leaving invitations at the homes of those who were 
not identified with other churches. Dr. Chambers, referring 
to these early evangelical efforts, said: 


Although the efforts of the Lay Missionary had been 
followed by the gratifying results already referred to, 
yet it is not to be supposed that his duties were easy, or his 
best endeavors always successful. On the contrary, he 
experienced frequent discouragements, and sometimes had 
his faith sorely tried and his hopes painfully frustrated. 
But on returning to the room in the Consistory building 
which he usually occupied, he was accustomed to spread 
out his sorrows before the Lord, and seek fresh supplies of 
grace and zeal by communion with Him who is invisible. 

Nor was he disappointed. Waiting upon the Lord, he 
renewed his strength; calling upon God, he was answered. 
His own soul was cheered and refreshed, and he was 
enabled to set forth upon his daily rounds with a 
quickened sense of the Divine favor, and a _ heartier 
assurance that his labor would not be in vain in the Lord. 

This fresh, personal experience of the blessedness and 
power of prayer suggested to Mr. Lanphier’s mind that 
there might be others, especially those engaged in busi- 
ness, to whom it would be equally pleasant and profitable 
to retire for a short period from secular engagements and 
engage in devotional exercises. This seemed the more 
feasible, because it was the custom in many mercantile 
and manufacturing establishments to allow to their oper- 
atives the hour ‘between twelve and one o’clock for rest 
and refreshment. This period is also appropriated to the 
same purpose by carmen, porters, and day ‘aborers of 
every description. 

It occurred to Mr. Lanphier that if the exercises were 
confined strictly to the hour, if they were suitably varied 
by singing and by occasional remarks as the feelings of 
any brother should prompt him, and if it were under-

stood that no one was compelled or 
even expected to remain the whole 
time, but that all were at liberty to 
come and to go just as their engage- 
ments or their inclination led them, 
that a meeting so free, so popular, 
so spontaneous as it were, might 
meet with favor and be a means of 
good. 

Accordingly, he consulted with the 
Committee of the Consistory and 
others. Although none of these were 
so sanguine and hopeful of good as 
himself, they cheerfully acquiesced 
in the arrangement. 

No one at that time thought of 
holding the meeting every day: it 
was supposed that a very desirable 
point would be gained, were men 
induced only once a week to inter- 
rupt the current of secular pursuits, 
and turn aside in the middle of the 
day to seek God in the exercises of 
prayers and praise, and stir each 
other’s souls by brief, fervent exhor- 
tations. 


+ AT twelve o’colck on the 23rd of Sep- 


tember, 1857, Mr. Lanphier opened the 
door of the upper room of the third 
story of the Consistory building for this 
initial prayer meeting. “After a half 
the steps of one person 
were heard as he mounted the staircase. 
Presently another appeared and another, 
until the whole company amounted to 
Six. 

On the following Wednesday, the num- 
ber increased to twenty; a week later to 
forty. Soon there was such a widespread 
interest in the prayer meeting that Mr. 
Lanphier felt led to arrange for a noon 
prayer meeting every secular day of the 
week. From that time on, for nearly one 
hundred years, the Fulton Street Prayer 
Meeting met every weekday of every 
year, with the single exception of New 
Year’s Day. 


One of the strict rules was that the 


meeting would begin exactly at twelve 
o’clock and close at exactly one o’clock, 
No one was allowed to speak or pray for 
more than five minutes, and prayer was 
to be emphasized rather than speaking. 
Each meeting began with a hymn and 
reading of the Scriptures. Controversia] 
matters were not to be introduced. Men 
‘and sometimes women) who came to 
the meeting to parade their gifts were 
in one way or other taken care of. 
Chambers himself admits: 


Exhortations have been delivered 
which had nothing but fervor, and 
sometimes not even that, to recom- 
mend them; and prayers have been 
offered so ambitious and rhetorical 
in style and tone as inevitably to 
make the impression that they were 
intended rather for the ears of men 
than for God’s. But in general such 
departures from propriety have been 
few. 


It was not long before prayer began 
to be uttered for a great revival. Dr. 
De Witt, senior pastor of the Collegiate 
Church, at a later meeting remarked 
that prayer began to be offered 


. that this union Prayer Meeting

A similar stirring of longing for re- 
vival was communicated to Dr. De Witt 
from Dr. Plumer of the Western Theo- 
logical Seminary in Pittsburgh.

Much care is needed in planning programs so that the message is simple and clear. 
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Soon, the room set acide for prayer 
in the Consistory building was found to 
be too small for the crowds that were 
attending. So the second floor was 
opened; and when that rceom filled the 
first floor had to be opened; until the 
whole great building was filled day after 
day, week after week, with hundreds of 
men and women fervently interceding 
with God for the souls of men. 

rhe spirit of prayer spread across the 
land and then across the ocean, until 
literally hundreds of meeting places for 
prayer were established, within two years 
after the beginning of the Fulton Street 
meeting. God sent a far greater revival 
than these praying men and women had 
ever thought possible—a revival known 
in history as the Great Revival of 1858. 

The phenomenal contagiousness of re- 
vival and prayer issuing from the Fulton 
Street Meeting is recorded in part in a 
work by another well-known writer of 
that time, William C. Conant, who in 
his Narratives of Remarkable Conver- 
sions and Revival Incidents (New York, 
1858) devoted nearly one hundred pages 
(257-444) to the Fulton Street Meeting 
ad some of its early consequences. 

Within one year after the beginning 
oi the Fulton Street Meeting, revivals 
re springing up in every state of the 


V 


Union. In TIllinois, 150 towns were 
touched by this revival spirit; in Mich- 
igan, 60; in Wisconsin, 30; etc., etc. 


In Chicago, noon prayer meetings were 
held everyday in the Brick Presbyterian 
Church at the corner of Clark and 
Nashington, and at the Metropolitan 
Hall and at the First Baptist Church. In 
the Metropolitan Hall, day after day, as 
many as 2000 businessmen would meet 
for an hour of intercession. In Boston, 
daily prayer meetings were held at the 
South Baptist Church, at the South 
Chapel, at Park Street, at Tremont Tem- 


ple, and at the Mount Vernon Church. 


+ THE one who wrote most prolifically 


and most influentially regarding these 
revivals was a Dr. Samuel R. Ireneaus 
Prime (1812-1885), editor of the New 


York Observer for the last forty-five 
years of his life, and referred to by 
Schaff as “one of the most interesting 
and useful writers of his age and coun- 
try.” Dr. Prime wrote four volumes of 
the Fulton Street Prayer Meeting and 
its subsequent influences. The first was 
Power of Prayer: Illustrated in the 
Wonderful Display of Divine Grace at 

e Fulton Street and Other Meetings in 
New York and Elsewhere (pp. 373). This 
volume appeared in 1859, reached a cir- 
culation of over 100,000 copies, was re- 
published in England and _ Scotland, 
widely circulated in Wales and Ireland, 
and was twice translated for French 
editions.

In a large number of 
villages and rural congregations, re- 
vivals of religion followed the read- 
ing of these remarkable facts. 


Five years later, Dr. Prime published 
his Five Years of Prayer With the An- 
swers (Harper and Brothers, New York, 


1864). The headings for some of the 
chapters indicate the contents of the 
book: “Remarkable Conversions,” “Pray- 


ing Mothers,” “Praying Children,” “Con- 
version of Infidels,” “Praying Among 
Soldiers,’ “Praying Among Seamen,” 
“Prayer on Missionary Grounds.” 

Ten years later, Dr. Prime published 
his third volume on the subject, Fifteen 
Years of Prayer in the Fulton Street 
Prayer Meeting (this time published by 
the Reformed Church in America, 1872). 
Dr. Prime tells us here that, in the 
fifteen years of the history of the Fulton 
Street Meeting, over 100,000 requests 
for prayer had been received. 

Here is a reference (p. 42) to a volume 
that I have not been able thus far to 
identify. He tells us that, in 1858, a

delegation was sent from Ireland to in- 
vestigate the facts regarding the revival 
which was sweeping America, and then 
adds: 


They returned to Ireland and pub- 
lished a book setting forth the 
amazing facts which they had wit- 
nessed and of which they had gained 
information. Their book had a wide 
circulation. It was scattered broad- 
cast over the land. It roused the 
spirit of religious inquiry and the 
spirit of prayer. 


In 1882, when he was seventy years 
of age, Dr. Prime published his fourth 
volume on this subject, Prayer and Iis 
Answer Illustrated in the Twenty-five 
Years of the Fulton Street Prayer Meet- 
ing (1882). 


The volume by Matthew Hale Smith, 
Marvels of Prayer Illustrated by the 
Fulton Street Prayer Meeting with 
Leaves from the Tree of Life, is a little 
disappointing because actually only three 
of these chapters (pp. 7-12) are devoted 
to the Fulton Street Prayer Meeting, 
the rest of the book consisting for the 
most part of a number of brief de-

rhe best thing in the book is a brief 
sketch of the founder (pp. 11, 12) and 
an excellent steel engraving.

+ May I close with two observations. 
The most important library on this con- 
tinent is, of course, the great Library of 
Cougress, an institution which has been 
exceedingly kind to me through these 
m:ny years. The greatest single printed 
tool for all who work in libraries is the 
vast (232 volumes) Library of Congress 
Catalogue of Printed Cards. And yet, in 
this great work not one of the four 
volumes by Prime is listed, though one 
of them as we have seen sold over 100,000 
copies. 

This does not mean that these Works 
are not in the Library of Congress, but 
that they have not been thought im- 
portant enough to have their titles trans- 
fered from the antiquated index cards 
of decades ago to the standard reference 
cards of the Library of Congress, which 
are the only ones included in this Printed 
Catalogue. 

Secondly, the Revival of 1858 is the 
kind of a revival America preeminently 
needs today: a revival caused by a 
mighty outpouring of the Spirit of God, 
on every city and hamlet, from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific; a time of contrition 
and confession of sin; a time when waves 
of prayer will sweep over our land; when 
noon-day meetings will see greater audi- 
ences than Sunday morning services now 
see; when ministers with even few gifts 
will speak with a power never before

A Further Word on 


| the Dead Sea Scrolls 


| PNAsmucH as I devoted, last February, 
| almost an entire issue of IN THE STupy 
to a review of Dr. Burrow’s splendid 
| work on the Dead Sea Scro!ls, I do not 
| intend to say much more on this sub- 
| ject in the days to come, unless some- 
thing most unusual should be reported 
| by scholars working on these precious 
| documents. 
| No greater witness to the total un- 
| expectedness of finding any ancient Bib- 
|lical manuscripts in the Palestine-Syria 
area could be conceived of than the 
words of Sir Frederic Kenyon, for many 
years director of the British Museum and 
one of the leading authorities on Bibli- 
cal manuscripts. 


In the fourth edition of his standard 
work. Our Bible and the Ancient Manu- 
scripts, published in 1939, Kenyon wrote 
as follows: “There is no probability that 
we shall ever find manuscripts of the 
Hebrew text going back to a period be- 
fore the formation of the text which we 
know as Massoretic,” (p. 48). This state- 
ment was allowed to remain in the 1948 
edition, though already, in 1947, un- 
known to Kenyon. discoveries had been 
made at Qumran which would cancel 
such an assertion. 

Incidentally, the Massorites were 
Hebrew scholars working on the text of 
the Old Testament, primarily at Tiberias, 
from A.D. 270-500, and it is this Mas- 
soretic text that is found in all extant 
manuscripts of the Hebrew Bible, the 
earliest in existence up to the uncovering 
of the Dead Sea Scrolls being dated 
somewhere near the tenth century. 

Some sober and well-needed words 
have recently been released by Msgr. 
Patrick W. Skehan, professor of Semitic 
languages and literatures in the Cath- 
olic University of America, and director 
of the American School of Oriental Re- 
search, Jerusalem, Jordan:

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more passages in the Old Testament, 
and was understood there by St. 
Jerome as applying to our Lord. 

It is possible, though by no means 
certain, that the Jewish group in the 
Dead Sea neighborhood thought of 
the leader in question as one, per- 
haps even the principal one, of the 
various divine messengers in messi- 
anic time, to whom their literature 
refers. That they expected him to 
rise again from the dead at the end 
of time, along with all the just, after 
the manner described in the Book of 
Daniel, there can hardly be any 
doubt. But what of the circumstances 
of his death? 

The death of the “teacher of right- 
eousness” is chiefly remarkable for 
how little anybody can claim to 
know about it. There are four pub- 
lished texts which have been sup- 
posed to refer to it; only two of 
them certainly do. The first refers to 
an interval “from the day the teacher 
of the community was gathered in, 
until a messias shall arise from 
Aaron and from Israel”; the second 
speaks of a period of forty years 
“from the day the teacher of the 
community was gathered in.” The 
word “gathered in” is the word used 
in the Old Testament for the deaths 
of the patriarchs Abraham, Ishmael, 
Isaac, and Jacob. It creates the 
strongest possible presumption in 
favor of natural death as opposed to 
death by violence. 

The other texts are in comments 
on the second chapter of the proph- 
ecy of Habacuc. These have in fact 
to do with the conduct and punish- 
ment of a “wicked priest” who made 
difficulties for the “teacher of right- 
eousness” and his followers. 

There is nothing to connect the 
opposition to the teacher of right- 
eousness with any attack on his per- 
son; and whatever the nature of the 
attack, there is no evidence in the 
text that it was in fact successful. 
It is the “wicked priest” who is quite 
clearly said to have suffered punish- 
ment, described as divine punish- 
ment, apparently by fatal illness, for 
his opposition to the “teacher.” 

This situation has not’ been 
changed by any of the unpublished 
materials which have lately been 
drawn into the discussion. There is 
no text extant anywhere which spe- 
cifies the manner of death of the 
“teacher of righteousness.’’ There is 
no suggestion in any text that any 
value for the salvation of anybody 
was seen in that death. Those of us 
in Jerusalem who have seen all the 
material are most anxious that it 
appear in print as soon as possible, 
in view of the untenable claims that 
have been made for it. 


Additional 


Literature on Cults . 


OME additional literature on the cults 
 powiee have been mentioned in my 

recent article on this subject. 

First of all, I would call attention to a 
number of booklets by Dr. Louis T. Tal- 
bot dealing with these various move- 
ments: one on Jehovah’s Witnesses, pub- 
lished by Zondervan in 1955, and one 
each on Anglo-Israelism, Christian Sci- 
ence, Unity, and Seventh-Day Advent- 
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ism, issued by the Dunham Publishing 
Company of Findlay, Ohio, priced at 50c 
each. 

Then may I strongly recommend an 
excellent handbook, Heresies Exposed, by 
William C. Irvine, originally published in 
England but now available at Moody 
Press. I do not know anything that con- 
tains quite so much accurate informa- 
tion in so brief a space in the area of 
cult refutation. 

A booklet put out by the Good News 
Publishers, 411 S. Wells St., Chicago, 
“What These Religions Teach,” can also 
be secured at 60c a dozen. 

The cult movement poses a more seri- 
ous threat to evangelical Christianity 
each year, and it must be met intelli- 
gently and vigorously.

jyjwo Chinese women, natives of Fukien 
Province, were on their way to join 
their husbands overseas. Stopping 
over in Hong Kong to visit friends, they 
told of the plight of Christians and 
Christian churches behind the Bamboo 
Curtain. 

There are very few young people in the 
church, they said. And the Sunday 
schools are very poorly attended. All the 
children are indoctrinated with atheism 
and will not go to Sunday schools. They 
ridicule their parents and say they are 
superstitious and foolish. When the nine- 
year-old son of one of the women was 
ill and running a high fever, he incess- 
antly shouted, “Arrest the spies, arrest 
the spies!” 

In fact, the younger generation as a 
whole seems to have gone apostate. No 
less than 90 per cent of the children of 
Christians deny the Lord. Some of them, 
however, do so only because they can- 
not stand the incessant mental strain of 
persecution. Moral sufferings which 
Christians are undergoing are beyond de- 
scription. For this reason many Chris- 
tian young people have been compelled 
to denounce their faith. 

Christians have no recognized position 
in society in China today. They are de- 
spised, criticized and attacked. Commu- 
nist cadres openly announce, “Christians 
are unfit for the ranks in their thinking, 
and they have no future. There is no 
place for them in the party, nor any 
chance for them in society in general, 
and their final destiny is being scoured.” 

Christians are exercising most rigid 
precaution in what they say, and are at- 
tempting to produce perfect results in 
what they do. Else, they will be brought 
up at discussion forums to be questioned 
and put through indoctrination pro- 
grams. 

School teachers must teach atheism. 
They are expected to tell their students 
that man was evolved from the ape, and 
other like things that prick the con- 
science of the Christian. If they do not 
conform, they lose their jobs right away.

As a result of their untiring efforts, pa- 
tients report their good services, but | 
these reports do not reach the highest | 
authorities of the hospitals. So their | 
daily portion is harsh criticism and at- 
tack from their superiors. They seldom 
hear a word of appreciation, however ef- 
ficient and faithful their services may | 
be. } 

Sunday is always the time for various | 
kinds of meetings, voluntary labor for | 
the government and such duties. Rarely | 
can a Christian find time to go to church. 
But in spite of this situation there are 
those who hunger and thirst after right- 
eousness, who frequent the church to 
hear the gospel. 

The “Little Flock,” is a most popular 
and influential Christian movement in 
China. Wang Ming-tao, prominent lead- 
er in the fundamental faith, is its 
founder. He and his assistants have been 
arrested. Many fear that this may be a 
foreshadow of general open persecution | 
of the Christian church. 

Except for our faith and belief that 
the resurrected Christ has triumphed 
over all the power of death, it would be 
hard to be optimistic about the future 
of the Christian church in the mainland 
of China. Pray without ceasing for the 
Christians and the church in China.

» I wonder what 


ever happened to 
that person who 
first said, “The 


world doesn’t have 
all the talent’? I’d 
like to shake his 
hand, say “amen,” 
and point confirm- 
ingly to a small but 
musically impres- 
sive stack of hi-fidelity, long play record- 
ings available to you. 

Item number one, a Zondervan musical 
production, THE GARY MOORE (no re- 
lation to the entertainer) ALBUM OF 
GREAT HYMNS (ZLP 505). Here’s a 
thrillingly rich baritone voice that has 
proved itself by running off with top 
honors at the Chicagoland Music Festi- 
val, the Detroit Belle Isle Auditions and 
other such demanding events. The man 
behind the voice is a personable young 
fellow affiliated with the Voice of Chris- 
tian Youth in Detroit, Mich. 

A noteworthy item regarding the plan- 
ning of this album I think bears men- 
tioning. Every one of the nine carefully 
selected songs and hymns sung in the 
entire recording—from For All My Sin to 
Great Is Thy Faithfulness-—portrays, in 
order, the progress of Christian fellow- 
ship and experience. 

I’m just guessing now, but I’d venture 
to say that these recordings were made 
in a rather large church sanctuary. 
They're employing the pipe organ, grand 
piano and a mixed choral background. 
This all makes for worthwhile listening. 
The organ seemed a bit weak volume- 
wise in certain critical spots, but in gen- 
eral was very good. The accompanying 
voices were for the most part fine, I 
thought, with the exception of Great Is 
Thy Faithfulness. The background rather 
dropped me there. Of course, the minute 
technical details in this case are negli- 
gible compared to the over-all mature, 
moving sound of Gary Moore’s singing. 
I submit this recording to you with 
pleasure. (Zondervan Recordings, Sta- 
tion “C,” Grand Rapids, Mich.) 


» By the way, while we’re mentioning 


| exceptional voices and superb quality, let 


me tell you about a ten-inch LP sent 
me by the Evangelical Foundation in 
Philadelphia. It is very unusual in sev- 
eral respects. For instance, it has no 
commercial label, no record number, no 
advertising on the back of the jacket. It’s 
rather refreshing to see this. 

On listening to the record, I found 
that the talent speaks for itself. Here’s 
another quality baritone voice—this time 
it’s Anton Marco, former operatic singer. 
He is accompanied by Robert Elmore, 
prominent concert organist from Phila- 
delphia. They present with restrained 
elegance six of the standard much-loved 
hymns and gospel songs. These include 
Day by Day, The Sands of Time, What 


a Friend, The Ninety and Nine, Ivory 
Palaces and two sacred classics, The 
Lord’s Prayer (Mallotte), and Jesu, Joy 
of Man’s Desiring (Bach cantata). 

What satisfaction these two men offer 
us as they sing and play to God’s glory 
with such expert musicianship and in- 
terpretation! I think Jesu, Joy .. . is 
simply great. If I were you, I’d try te 
obtain this recorded musical testimony 
by writing to The Evangelical Founda- 
tion, Inc., 1716 Spruce St., Philadelphia 
3, Pa. I think you'll be glad you did. 


» Say—do you like the simplicity of old- 
fashioned things? I mean things like 
homemade bread, early American furni- 
ture, oil lamps, reed organs, rocking 
chairs or the old hand pump outside the 
back door next to the woodpile? You do? 
Then, I think you'll also gravitate to the 
sweet, untainted sound of this choral 
work by the wel! known BACK TO THE 
BIBLE CHOIR (Singspiration LP 135). 
Amplified from the amazing microscopic 
grooves of this twelve-inch LP record 
twenty voices sing eleven lovely sacred 
me!cdies—with no particular fanfare, but 
with unaffected lack of effort. A pleasant 
interlude of organ with simple piano 
complement from time to time reaches 
the ear and adds to the audio value of 
the group of songs. The occasional solo 
parts add freshness to over-all interpre- 
tation, but in some cases the voices are 
not too strong. 

I’m glad to see that they included the 
missionary song, He Was Not Willing. 
The number, Standing Somewhere in the 
Shadows is very nice. I also think you'll 
enjoy Jesus, Wonderful Name, In Heav- 
enly Love Abiding and God So Loved the 
World, to name a few. And I think the 
BTTB chorus would really enjoy having 
you sing right along with them. Hope 
you all end in the same key! 


» Before I bring this to a close, as a 
devotee of sacred recordings, I’d like to 
forward a passing observation—and par- 
ticularly to any record producers which 
may be taking a look here this month. 
I suppose the back side of a record album 
is an ideal place to bring to the atten- 
tion of the public the entire series of 
recordings in a publisher’s line. But I’ve 
heard it expressed by many listeners that 
they’d like to know more about the con- 
tents of the album. You know—some- 
thing about the artist, his background, 
little personal notes, comments on the 
recording sessions or instruments used, 
and such interesting items. Actually, it 
would make the testimony recorded 
therein more personal... 

So—as I mark “finis” to this little re- 
view of sacred discs and data, I willingly 
risk losing all originalivy in the content 
of the following message. I’d like to take 
a big breath and wish to you all in bold 
print—A BLESSED AND JOYOUS 
YEAR—AND GOOD LISTENING — 
IN 1957!

INTRODUCING THE EXPANDED 
TRANSLATION 


HE translators of the standard versions, 

such as the Authorized Version of 1611 
|and the American Revised Version of 
1901, in doing their work held themselves 
to a minimum number of words. They 
were able to bring out the correct mean- 
ing of the Greek words but were unable 
in many instances to include in their 
translation certain shades of meaning or 
qualifying phrases which would have 
made clearer or richer the truth they 
did bring out in the one word they used. 

A private translator, one who produces 
a translation to be used not as a sub- 


stitute for, but as a companion trans- | 


lation to, a standard version, is at liberty 
to use as many English words as he 
needs to bring out that residue of truth 
left behind in the Greek text by the 
standard translator. This is called an 
expanded translation. 

For instance, the A.V. has, 
and Pharisees sit in Moses’ seat” (Matt. 
23:2). The word “seat” is kathedra, and 
was used at that time as we use the word 
“chair” in the sentence. “Dr. White 
occupies the chair of philosophy in the 
College of Liberal Arts.” The expanded 
translation offers. “The scribes and 
Pharisees occupy the professorial chairs 
of authoritative teachers whose responsi- 
bility it is to interpret Moses.” 

The A.V., speaking of our Lord has, 
“He shall shew judgement to the Gentiles” 
(Matt. 12:18). The word “judgment” 
usually speaks of God's disciplinary 
punishment, but not here. The setting is 
millennial, referring to the time when 
our Lord will reign as King of kings. The 
expanded translation reads, “He shall 
announce an equitable administration 
of justice to the Gentiles.” 

The A.V. has, “He was transfigured 
| before them” (Matt. 17:2). The word 
| “transfigured” in the original is a Greek 
philosophical term referring to the act 
of changing one’s outward expression, 
that expression coming from and being 
representative of one’s inner being. The 
|expanded translation offers, “The man- 
ner of His expression was changed before 
them, that expression coming from, and 
being representative of, His inner es- 
|sence.” Our Lord, usually expressing 
| Himself as the Man Christ Jesus, now 
|allowed the glory of His deity to shine 
|through His body, lighting up His face 
| and garments. 
| In the months to come, this column 
will present various portions of the New 
Testament in an expanded translation. 
| Compare these with your standard trans- 
|lation and see what a flood of light is 
; cast upon it.

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When God Calls to Parents

Just a year ago 

five brave young martyrs 
fell beneath Auca lances in 
the jungles of Ecuador. 
Here the father of one 

of the five speaks 

to parents of young people 
whom God has called 


to missionary service. 


MEDICAL student and his father were 
| listening to the advice of a mission- 
*" ary. “I hope you are taking up this 
training,” the missionary said, “with a 
view to going to the mission field.” 


Unknown dangers lurked in that jungle. There 
were also human souls for whom Christ died. 





Quickly the father interrupted. “Don’t 
talk that way,” he said. “That is not my 
wish!” 

I am afraid many Christian fathers 
and mothers, when confronted with a 
missionary call for their children, may 
be tempted to react in this way. But we 
should see such a call to our children as 
a call to an experience like Abraham’s 
on Mount Moriah. Surely it is a test of 
our love to God which we should not fail. 

As a parent whom God has called to 
face some of the realities of sacrifice for 
the sake of the Lord Jesus Christ, I am 
convinced that there can be no higher 
call for our children than the one to the 
mission field. We need to say and mean 
it, “Lord, You can have our sons and 
daughters!” And we need then to go 
farther by encouraging them in under- 
taking this great work. 


+ I tremble now as I recall the moment 
our son Edward came to me with the 
word that he felt God was calling him to 
the mission field. Like all parents, we 
had great hopes for him. We had given 
all three of our children to the Lord at 
their birth, not dreaming that in the 
case of Edward this giving would be so 
costly. He had trusted Christ as his 
Saviour at the age of seven in our own 
home, later growing in grace and knowl- 
edge. As he grew older, we were pleased 
to see him taking time to read his Bible 
and pray each day. He could play a trom- 
bone well, sing and speak, and in his 
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college days was busy on teams used at 
Youth for Christ and young people’s 
rallies. 

During all those years he had been 
concerned about the mission field, but 
had never seemed sure of a definite call. 
Finally, after graduating from college as 
president of his class and winner of the 
National Oratorical Contest, he had de- 
cided to enter law school. We had looked 
forward to having a Christian lawyer in 
our family and business. 

Then came the day in September, 1951, 
when he knocked at the door of my 
study. “Dad,” he said, “I’m not going 
back to law school. I have been battling 
with the Lord for the last three weeks, 
and I’ve turned my life over to Him to 
use me wherever He wants me.” 

“Son,” I replied, “God can use a Chris- 
tian lawyer, but if missionary work is 
what you feel led to do, I would not put 
a straw in your way.” 


+ HuMANLY speaking, I probably could 
have persuaded him.to return to law 
school, holding out to him the salary 
and good things which would have been 
his at the end of the road. But what a 
mistake it would have been! Not only 
would I have denied the Lord the son we

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had given Him, but I would have robbed 
Edward of the martyr’s crown which in 
God’s plan was one day to be his. 

Mrs. McCully and I well know that 

iving a son or daughter for missions is 
not easy. I had read of John Paton and 
his father setting out on the road to- 
rether the day John left for the South 
Seas. I had been thrilled by the story of 
David Livingstone and his father as they 
set out toward Glasgow from where 
David was to leave on his journey to 
Africa. But I could only glimpse the feel- 
ings of heart and soul that we were to 
know in December, 1952, as we put Ed- 
ward and Marilou and their baby on a 
ship en route to work among the Que- 
checa Indians of Ecuador. Only those 
who have known the broken sobs of part- 
ing with children can understand. 

Yet it was with a sense of reverence 
and joy, and with unshakable confidence 
in our God that we said, “The Lord bless 
thee and keep thee.”’ Surely such a situa- 
ion is a test of a parent’s love for God. 

ut how great a privilege it is to say, 
‘O God, in love we give Thee these dear 
ones!” and commit the rest to Him. 


+ I believe that God deals with great love | 


ind tenderness with parents who turn 
»ver their children for His work. Often 
He challenges us to dedicate ourselves 
by the very dedication of our children. 
And to those who seek Him there is a 


blessed sense of His presence in times of | 


testing. 

In my own case I had just been led to 
leave my secular position in the baking 
business and enter the Christian Busi- 
ness Men’s Committee International of- 


fice as executive secretary, saying in ef- | 


fect, “O God, I want to give my remain- 
ing years to You completely.” Then, after 
only three weeks, the news came that five 
missionaries were lost in the jungles of 
Ecuador—and one of them was Ed. 

Thinking about it later, it appeared to 
me significant that Abraham’s testing 
came after he had just called on the Lord 
and owned Him as the everlasting God 
(Gen. 21:33). Certainly God seemed to 
be saying to me then, “Do you really love 
Me?” 

During that week of heartache and dis- 
tress while we waited for the final word, 
our God was preparing us. He knew how 
the word would come on Friday, Janu- 
ary 13. that all five of the missing young 
men had been thrust through by the 
nine-foot lances of Auca Indians and 
thrown into the Curaray river to die. 


+ Some might ask, “If you had known 
that such a death awaited your son, 
would you have given him for the mis- 
sion field?” To such a question I can say, 
“Yes.” God demands our all and He has 
a right to it. We tell Him that we love 
Him and He expects a practical evidence 
of it. I would have to say, “O God in love, 
I give Thee all and would keep nothing 
back for myself.” 


Our confidence in God enables us to | 
say this, knowing that to give to God is 
not to lose but to receive in resurrection | 


power and richness. And we know that 
God in His own way is accomplishing 
through the death of our son and his 
colleagues more than could have been 
done in any other way. 

The triumphs of this so-called tragedy 
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| best from Him 


| every 





eternity alone will fully tell. Missionary 
interest around the world has in a meas- 
ure been revived. Three young couples 


| already have gone to Ecuador as a direct 


result and many more are deeply con- 
cerned. The Ecuadorians themselves have 
been stirred up to do missionary work. 
Blessing has even broken out in the 
jungle areas because the Quecheca In- 
dians that had been saved and trained 


‘ | by the missionaries who were slain are 


evangelizing their own people. Because 
of this incident, some of the Quechecas 
are even praying and showing signs of 
love for the Aucas whom they once re- 
garded as animals. 

Throughout the length and breadth of 
North America young people have dedi- 








cated their lives anew to our Lord Jesus | 


Christ. The many such sights that I alone 
have seen have compensated for the loss 
of our son. 


+ Anp the need is very great. Parents, 
God needs your sons and daughters. For- 
eign lands are calling for their skill and 
knowledge. God not only needs preach- 
ers and evangelists, but dedicated busi- 
nessmen, farmers, technicians, doctors, 
translator, builders, teachers, and many 
others. True, there are advantages for 
them in the homeland—comforts, attrac- 
tive things, lovely music, good jobs, op- 
portunities for wealth and success. But 
all these are part of the perishing heri- 
tage—they are as nothing compared with 
the salvation of souls. And it is still true 
that “Whosoever loveth father or mother 
or wife or children or lands or even his 
own life more than me cannot be my 
disciple” (Luke 14:25). 

We whom God has blessed with chil- 
dren He can use in His mission fields 
should realize that there is no human 
folly greater than that of withholding 
one’s best from God. To withhold our 
is to lose it. The Lord 
Jesus said, ‘““He that saveth his life shall 
lose it.’ Like George Moore, the London 
newspaper boy who became a million- 
naire, we parents will one day discover 
that “What I spent I had; what I saved 
I lost; what I gave I have, treasure in 
heaven.” 

I have relived the Ecuadorian incident 
day since January 8. 1956. Al- 
though we will never know short of the 
judgment seat of Christ. I believe those 
five young missionaries of the cross, with 
revolvers on the inside of their trousers 
and other guns not far away, could heve 
shot their way out on that memorable 
Sunday a year ago. 

But they said, “No, that will put mis- 
sionary work behind hundreds of years. 
God has given His best for us, His only 
well-beloved Son. We must give our best 
for Him.” 

I believe they willingly died in order 
that their blood might be the seed of the 


Auca church. Parents, as we stand be- | 


neath the shadow of the cross of Calvary, 
we, too, should be prepared to say, “Yes, 
Lord! Willingly we give You our sons and 
daughters. Love so amazing, so divine, 
shall have nothing less than our best.”

T was Children’s Day at San Gabriel 

Union Church. The sanctuary was 

filled to overflowing. In place of the 
usual choir, the choral responses and 
anthem were sung by the robed Crusader 
Choir. Surprisingly, these junior-aged 
children were not behaving like juniors. 
No gum chewing, whispering or other 
irreverence disturbed the beauty of the 
service. 

Pastor Ralph Stewart’s sermon that 
morning began with a visual aid, de- 
signed to capture the attention of the 
youngsters. Following that was a simple 
salvation message—to the parents. 

“Friends,” he spoke directly. “Some 
of you parents have been sending your 
youngsters to our Sunday school. We 
are thankful for that. Some of them are 
up here singing in the choir this morn- 
ing. But what about you? While your 
children are here in Sunday school, what 
are you doing? Some of you are spending 
the day with your newspaper, the tele- 
vision, a bag of golf clubs .. .” 

He closed with a gospel invitation. “If 
Christ has been speaking to your heart 
this morning, I invite you to come for- 
ward and receive Him as your Saviour.” 

Twelve - year - old Chuck Johnson, 
sporting a fresh crew cut, led the in- 
vitation hymn. One dad and then an- 
other came forward. Trained personal 
workers met them at the front of the 
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church and took the seekers to an in- 
quiry room. 

After the service, a teacher of one of 
the junior classes stood wiping her eyes. 

“It’s wonderful,” she said. “I’ve called 
in some of these homes many times to 
invite the parents, with no success. But 
look—when their children are singing, 
they’ll come.” 

Sre turned to Pastor Stewart. 

“Pastor,” she told him. “We had a 
Mormon grandmother here today. A 
Catholic mother. A father who’s an alco- 
holic. They all heard the gospel today. 
And they’ll be back—when the children 
sing again.” 

The pastor nodded. “A multiple choir 
program is what I’ve always wanted. It 
is one of the most successful modern 
evangelistic efforts I know of.” 

Just four months earlier, graded choirs 
beginning with six-year-old cherubs had 
been organized. The results had been 
gratifying. 

Immediately a robing committee of 
mothers had set to work. They found 
material at wholesale prices, and the 
children—one hundred sixty-five of them 
—were measured, and the robes cut, 
sewed, pressed and fitted by scores of 
women who came to the church with 
their sewing machines and a sack lunch. 

“The thrilling part,” insisted one com- 
mittee member who contributed some 


eighty hours to the project, “was that 
many of the mothers who helped were 
those who had almost stopped coming 
to church until they heard about our 
choirs for children. Now they are regular 
in attendance again.” 

“The director told us that would hap- 
pen,” agreed a woman who had been 
present the night the plan had first been 
presented to the Sunday school super- 
intendents. In fact he insisted, she told 
the women, that a choir program which 
includes children as well as adults will 
have an effect on many phases of the 
church’s ministry. 

For instance, children’s choirs are a 
good advertising medium. Newspapers 
will usually willingly accept stories of 
multiple choir activities, and even re- 
quest pictures. Then, youngsters’ singing 
impresses the casual visitor to the 
church. Most people like to feel that a 
churck “does something for its young 
people.” A multiple choir program is 
a constant up-in-front reminder of what 
the local church is doing. 

Also, parents value the instruction 
graded choirs provide. As one director 
remarked, “It’s amazing how many par- 
ents have expressed their desire for the 
benefit of ‘free musical training’ for 
their youngsters!” 

A multiple choir program is in itself 
an impressive evangelistic force. Parents 
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and grandparents who would never con- 
sider attending a revival meeting or a 
Bible class gladly come to watch Betty 
Jo walk down the aisle singing, “Hosan- 
na.” Stevie’s parents can’t believe that 
their freckle-faced little mischief-maker 
is that angelic (?), white-robed child 
singing, “Hallelujah, Christ is Risen.” 

The children themselves have a won- 
derful sense of participation in the wor- 
ship service of the church. Guided by a 
spiritual director, they can think of choir 
singing as a service rendered unto the 
Lord. 

How can your church begin a program 
like this? Your adult choir director is 


unpaid or is on a part-time basis and | 


cannot add this to his schedule? Mcst | 


churches have at least a dozen men or 
women, willing to volunteer their time 
who could meet the basic requirements 
of a director for children’s choirs. Actu- 
ally, most children’s choir directors 
would agree that there are only three 
requisites to success in this work. 

The first is obvious—a love for chil- 
dren. True, it takes infinite patience to 
teach young primaries the music by rote. 
It takes grace to manage fifty wiggling, 
energy-packed juniors. It takes ingenuity 
to bring the best singing out of thirty 
self-conscious, giggling junior high ado- 
lescents. But the person who has a God- 
given love for children quite likely will 
have patience and grace and ingenuity 
in generous proportions. 

The second requirement is a_ basic 
knowledge of music. This does not mean 


| that the choir director must be a pro- 


\

fessional musician or gifted singer. Any- 
one with a few years of piano lessons 
and some experience in choir singing 
can do it. 

The third requisite is a spiritual one. 
A children’s choir director must devote 


| much time to planning the music, to re- 


| hearsal preparation and other details. 


It is rewarding work, of course, but it is 
demanding. Unless it is done as Christian 
service gladly rendered to the Lord, the 


| work will count for little. 





One of the main responsibilities of the 
director is that of selecting the music 
that will be sung. A director in a large 
evangelical church confided, “I spend 
hours just selecting the music for the 
youngsters. Many of the texts are im- 
possible for us!” 

She was right. Much of contemporary 
junior choir music is being written by 
people of liberal theology. For example, 
“Easter is but the unfolding of loveli- 
ness” are the opening words of a re- 
cently published anthem. A prayer for 
youth in anthem form uses phrases such 
as “Help me to do my best as I strive 
onward.” And the phrase of “brother- 
love to all mankind” is found in many 
pages of music. Empty, nice-sounding 
sentiments are poor substitutes for the 
gospel message, and the director should 
avoid using such music. 

The words that are sung should carry 
the truth to those who sing and those 
who listen. If the anthem is merely 
melodic, the congregation will be only 
pleasantly entertained, not brought 
closer to Christ. 

Having chosen the music, and after 
becoming sufficiently familiar with it, 
the wise director will go to the Saturday 
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morning rehearsal (or an afternoon after 
school, perhaps) rested, enthusiastic and 
undergirded with prayer. 

Our rehearsals open and close with 
prayer. Always, before the choir takes 
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part in a worship service, the children 
are led in a short devotional period. 
Quiet dignity envelops the youngsters as 
they are robed for singing, and they love 
it. 

One mother shook her head. “Lynn 
Rae gave up baton class which she has 


loved, because it sometimes interfered 
with choir practice.” 
Another mother added, “Our Kenny 


refused to go on a family picnic this 
spring. He didn’t want to miss choir.” 

Still another mother, with a catch in 
her voice, said, “Every night when my 
boy prays, he thanks God for his choir. 
And he asks that some day when Daddy 
comes to hear him sing, will God please 
save him.” 

God is going to answer that little boy’s 
prayer. 

The church with vision will make pos- 
sible this valuable ministry for its chil- 
dren. END

Plan Your Church Year 


EaAR’s end, and three hundred and 
Vaan shiny-new, unused days 
ahead! What will you do with them? 
Progressive companies take time for in- 
ventory, consider their gains and losses, 
plan for the year ahead. Progressive 
churches, too, take time at the beginning 
of a new year to check up on past ac- 
complishments, set new goals and, in 
general, schedule the year’s activities. 
Some churches—an increasing number 
—make up a calendar showing the pro- 
posed activities for the entire year. In 
addition to listing coming events, they 
also indicate on the calendar the time 
to begin planning for the event. This is 
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particularly good for the pastor and his 
board of Christian education, or a com- 
mittee made up of representatives of 
each organization in the church. 

Others go a step further and integrate 
all regularly scheduled functions of the 
church with any activities of individual 
organizations which affect more than 
just a few. To do this a master calendar 
is set up in the church office or some 
other central location. This is consulted 


by all organizations in order to avoid 
conflicts. 

Prior to the beginning of the church’s 
fiscal year (not necessarily January), 
the pastor and his committee make a 
chart showing each month of the year. 
Dates of regularly scheduled activities 
are indicated under each month. These 


include holidays which affect the church | 


program, and special yearly activities like 
vacation Bible school, missionary and/or 
evangelistic conferences and other events 
of interest to the church as a whole. 

A time to begin work on each event 
is also indicated. In this way the person 
responsible knows when to appoint com- 
mitees to begin preparation for the event, 
and when to expect a report on progress. 

When this overall schedule has been 


completed and posted where all may con- | 


sult it, individual organizations within 
the church make out calendars of their 


events. Items which have a bearing on | 
other organizations are entered on the | 


master plan. 

The organizational calendars need not 
all be planned in the same month. In 
many churches organizations begin their 
year at different times. The Women’s 
Missionary Society’s year sometimes be- 
gins in April, and the Sunday school 
usually begins its program in the fall. 
The young people might do well to lay 
their plans in May or June when school 
closes and there is need for a strong pro-

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gram of activities during the summer. 
Whatever the month of beginning, the 
church and every organization within it 
profits from maintaining an activities 
calendar, which once begun becomes a 
perpetual affair. 

Value of systematic use of the calendar 
is immediately evident. It avoids con- 
flicts of time, place and people. The 
Women's Missionary Society, for in- 
stance, will not be competing with the 
Boys’ Brigade in adjoining rooms, or the 
missionary conference will not be sched- 
uled the same week the young people 
have planned a weekend conference. 

When work is planned early, the best 
workers for each job can be contacted. 
Thus, a wider choice of talent will be 
available. Both large and small churches 
have workers who are called upon re- 
peatedly to give their services in many 
capacities. Planning well in advance 
makes it possible to broaden out and use 
more than the willing few. It also en- 
ables those responsible for special pro- 
grams to make their contacts for help 
early so there need be no lack of co- 
operation. 

The Lord’s work is of such importance 
that it demands orderly planning. This is 
not done by scheduling a meeting when- 
ever there seems to be an open night, nor 
by calling special sessions to cope with 
a sudden emergency. It is accomplished 
by long-range planning such as the ac- 
tivities calendar provides that will ef- 
fectively avoid a last-minute frenzied 
rush. 

Perhaps a good Christmas program 
can be put on in three weeks’ time by 
concentrated effort, after someone has 
suddenly realized, “Thanksgiving is past 
and Christmas is upon us!” But how 
much better it is to know several months 
in advance that Christmas activities are 
already under way. 

For the Sunday school, the activities 
calendar encourages better program- 
ming. Workers’ meetings are not only 
regularly scheduled, but topics for dis- 
cussion and leaders are listed far enough 
in advance to permit adequate prepara- 
tion. Advance planning also encourages 
a more balanced program, avoiding the 
tendency of some to ride a hobby. 

A year’s plan makes it possible to set 
goals for the entire church. Thus, defi- 
nite aims may be accomplished, and at 
the same time direction is given the total 
procram. 

Those who have tried this method of 
yearly planning are enthusiastic about 
the results. If you are not in this num- 
ber, begin this year to make your chart 
and put it into use. As you check over 
your accomplishments at the end of the 
year, you will be surprised at how much 
has been done because you have planned 
in advance. 


No individual Christian can sin with- 
out affecting the whole church. No child 
of God can grow cold in his spiritual 
life without lowering the spiritual tem- 
perature of everybody else around him. 
The victory of the whole community 
depends on the victorious life of every

HESE two young fellows look as if 
icon were just stepping out for an 
afternoon stroll. They seem to be in 
a hurry to get somewhere or other, 
don’t they? Can you guess what they 
are? 

They’re just a couple of beans! To 
get a view like this you would have to 
be a worm and crawl into the ground. 

That isn’t exactly what the photog- 
rapher did, however. The picture was 
taken at the Moody Institute of 
Science in Los Angeles, where every 
day Christian scientists are finding 
out more interesting facts about things 
God created. 

In this experiment, they were 
wanting to learn more about how a 
bean starts to grow. They knew that 
the bean first sends down a main root 
into the earth. That is the thick white 
part you see in the picture coming 
out of the top on the left of each 
bean. From this main root, little 
branch roots begin to grow. After that, 
the part which will become the bean- 
stalk pushes its way up through the 
ground seeking the sun. 

Now beans and any other plants 
draw water from the ground through

Matthew 5:13-20, 43-48 
MEMORY SELECTION: For I say unto 
you, That except your righteousness 
shall exceed the righteousness of the 
scribes and Pharisees, ye shall in no case 
enter into the kingdom of heaven.— 

Matthew 5:20 





God always recognizes and magnifies 
the importance of the individual. We live 
in families, communities, and nations, 
but what they are is determined by the 
quality and character of the individuals 
who make up the group. 

Hence, the individual must seek the 
highest standards for his own iife and 
seek the grace which enables him to 
best use his life as an influence for good 
in the community. 

Our lesson, because it is concerned 
with righteousness, is an excellent intro- 
duction to the lesson of next Sunday’s 
“temperance” lesson. Our righteousness 
must be felt in community and national 
| circles by a powcriul impact against the 

terrible thing we call “the liquor traffic” 
| and which so b!atantly puts itself for- 
ward at the cost of human life and de- 
cency. We note as our first point that 





I. Righteousness Fights Corruption 
(v. 13) 

We who believe in Christ as our Sav- 
iour are the “salt of the earth.” The 
pungent savor of Christ is to be evident 
in us and working through us as we 
touch life round about us in the home, 
in the church, in the city and in the 
nation. 

True salt is definitely antiseptic and 
purifying. It fights corruption wherever 
it is found. The spiritually salty Chris- 
tian and Christian church should stand 
boldly against the corrupt politician, 
against the liquor industry, and against 
every other vice and sin. One wonders 
if we have not lost our salty savor. 

The saved man and woman also has 
a positive ministry, for 


II. Righteousness Glorifies God (vv. 
14-16) 

Here we have the marvelous figure of 
light. A light is intended to give illumi- 
nation all around itself, and it will do 
so unless someone hides it under a cover 
—when it becomes not only useless but 
potentially dangerous. 

When we are lighted by Christ through 
faith in Him, we become lights that 
should shine to the very ends of the 
earth. True Christians are essentially 
and inescapably missionary-minded. 

But “the light that shines farthest 
shines brightest at home,” and that 
means that our light should shine into 
the dark corners of our local and na-

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tional life. That in turn means that as 
Christians we will shine the light on the 
horrors of alcoholic beverage consump- 
tion in America. And what a truly black 
picture it is! 

Other good works, especially the light- 
ing of other “lights” through earnest 
evangelism, will glorify the Father in 
heaven. Light does not shine for its own 
glory, but for the good of others. 

True righteousness is consistent and

III. Righteousness Obeys God’s Word 
(vv. 15-20) 

Christ came to fulfill the law. His fol- 
lowers are not interested in the false 
front of righteousness which does not 
obey the commandments of God. 

This matter of obedience needs spe- 
cial stressing in our day, when there is 
so much disobedience on the part of 
children in the home. Of young people in 
the state and nation God commands— 
and God has a right to expect—obedi- 
ence. His commandments “are not griev- 
ous,” and their keeping is for our good. 

Remember that God’s Word says: 
“Look not on the wine when it is red” 
(Prov. 23:31), and the same Word gives 
many other admonitions against alcohol. 

The crowning touch of all, that 


1V. Righteousness Loves All Men (vv. 
43-48) 

A high standard our Lord established 
for His followers when He said, “Love 
your enemies” (v. 44). The love one has 
for the brethren is a more intimate and 
satisfying relationship than the love one 
can have for an €nemy, and yet we must 
not minimize the love we should have 
even for those who hate and revi'e us. 

Nor do we seek to excuse ourselves for 
this love. This love must move us so 
deeply that we not only treat them with 
kindness but also pray.for them. This 
may not be “humanly” possible; in 
Christ it is not only possible but actual. 

We may hate men’s sin, but let us love 
them and seek their redemption. You 
may be utterly revolted by the degrada- 
tion of a drunken man or woman, but 
love can and has reached many such folk 
and won them for Christ. 


January 27 
Needs That Jesus Meets 
Matthew 9:1-13 
MEMORY SELECTION: And, behold, 
they brought to him a man sick of the 
palsy, lying on a bed: and Jesus seeing 
their faith said unto the sick of the 
palsy: Son, be of good cheer; thy sins 
be forgiven thee.—Matthew 9:2 


Our Lord did many miracles as He 
ministered to men and women here on 
earth, and in this lesson we are in the 
midst of many such acts. He is “the same 
yesterday and today and forever” (Heb. 
13:8), so we may confidently look to Him 
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for miracles in the lives of men and 
women today. Our lesson is a temper- 
ance lesson, and anyone who has dealt 
with an alcoholic knows that the power 
of God is needed to deliver him. 

As we think of the problem of alco- 
hol, let us recall that there are now over 
seven million alcoholics in America. The 
young man who takes his first drink 
takes one chance in ten that he will be 
an alcoholic. We are told that sixty-six 
million Americans use alcoholic bever- 
ages. 

Stress too, that alcohol is not a stimu- 
ant but a depressive narcotic which de- 
stroys a man or woman. You can get 
xcellent booklets to distribute to your 
lass from the Women’s Christian Tem- 
yerance Union, Evanston, IIl., or the Na- 
ional Temperance League, 131 Inde- 
yendence Avenue, S.E., Washington, D.C. 

As we go into our lesson, we see that 


I. Jesus Heals Man’s Body and Soul 
(vv. 1-8) 

This man was sick, and we must re- 
member that sickness came into the 
world because of sin. This does not mean 
that one who is sick is in that condition 
because he has sinned (although that is 
often true), but it does mean that the 
entire human race is marked by this close 
connection between sin and sickness. 

So when Jesus healed the man who 
had palsy and was challenged by the un- 
belief of those who stood by, He prompt- 
ly closed their mouths by giving the man 
spiritual cleansing. The failure of many 
who try to help the alcoholic by charac- 
ter building is evident. The liquor inter- 
ests are trying to make us believe that 
alcoholism is a sickness, thus by-passing 
the moral problem of sin which they 
do not want to face. 

It is true that the use of alcohol has 
devastating physical results, and that the 
body needs attention. One only needs to 
look at a drinker to see that fact. But 
above and beyond the physical problem 
is the sin problem. For real deliverance, 
this must be dealt with. Jesus heals both 
body and soul and thus is the perfect 
answer to man’s every need. 

We note next that 





II. Jesus Demands Our Life and Serv- | 


ice (v. 9) 


The call of Matthew from his life of | 


extortion and greed as a tax gatherer | 
into a life of usefulness and devotion to | 


God is an exciting story, and one which | 
merits a fuller study than we can sae | 
it here. 

Note, however, that when Jesus calls 
it means that we are to give Him full | 
devotion. He may ask us to leave our 
present occupation and follow Him. He 
may also leave us in our present place 
as a witness for Him. Whatever He 
chooses to do with our lives, there also 
must be full devotion to Him. 

Observe also that when He calls, our 
response must be immediate and com- 
plete. Matthew was a man of extensive 
business interests, but when Jesus called 
“he arose and followed him.”

If the Lord could put so much confidence 
in these twelve ordinary men (eztraordi- 
nary, by the grace of God!) there is a

A Reaffirmation of Divine Sovereignty 


OUR REASONABLE FAITH, by Herman Bavinck. 
Wm. B. Eerdmans Publishing Co., Grand Rapids. 568 pages, $6.95

NHE names of Abraham Kuyper and Herman Bavinck are 
among the most respected of the Dutch Calvinistic 
theologians. Many of Kuyper’s books, including his monu- 
mental volume, The Work of the Holy Spirit, have long 
been available in English translations. Bavinck’s writings 
have been comparatively unknown, except as they are 
quoted in the writings of American theologians of Holland 
background, such as Louis Berkhof. The present volume is a 
popular digest of the author’s four-volume Reformed 
Dogmatics, a portion of which is now available in English 
(The Doctrine of God, taken from volume two of the 
Dutch work). 

Bavinck was professor of theology at the Free University 
of Amsterdam during the first two decades of the twentieth 
century. He was a champion of Calvinistic orthodoxy in an 
era when liberalism was making tremendous inroads into 
the churches of Europe and America. 

In the preface to Our Reasonable Faith, Henry Zylstra states that Bavinck had 
four opposing forces in mind in the whole of his apology. Outside the pale of 
Reformed thought were modern religious liberalism and Roman Catholicism. Within 
were the dangers of a barren orthodoxy and an evasive pietism. Seeking to avoid 
the errors inherent in these attitudes, Bavinck took as his theological position the 
Reformed faith as expressed in the writings of John Calvin, and his spiritual an- 
cestors and successors. His writings are ample evidence that he did not swerve from 
it. 

“God, and God alone, is man’s highest good.” Thus Bavinck begins his theory. He 
has the utmost respect for science, philosophy, and culture in general, in their 
proper place—under God. All who have an acquaintance with philosophy will 
appreciate the insight of Bavinck when he says, “philosophy. whenever after a 
period of decay it enters upon a period of revival again, always begins with an 
extraordinary and exaggerated expectation. At such a time it lives in the hope that 
by means of continued serious investigation it will solve the riddle of the world. But 
always after this young over-excitement the old disillusionment enters in. So far 
from decreasing, the problems increase as the study proceeds. What seemed to be 
self-evident proves to be a new mystery, and the end of all knowledge is then again 
the sad and sometimes despairing confession that man walks about on the earth in 
riddles, and that life and destiny are mysteries.’”’ Mind and heart are satisfied only 
through the revelation of God in Christ 

A theology which magnifies the grace of God has little confidence in the merits 
of man. Until regenerated by the Spirit of God, man is “dead in trespasses and sins.” 
The believer is justified. He also is exhorted to “grow in grace.” Yet, “the life of the 
Christian is not a quiet growth but a continuous struggle; a struggle against enemies 
without, and no less a struggle against the enemy who dwells within our bosoms.” 








| This is not to deny that we are “new creatures in Christ,” but rather to assert that 
| the one who walks closest to the Lord is continually conscious of that gap between 
| his present spiritual condition and the fullness of perfection which is to be the lot 
| of those who love the Lord “at his appearing.” 








Bavinck’s concept of the sovereignty of God is noticeable in his eschatology. “The 
kingdom which He will establish . . . does not come into existence by way of gradual 
development through the moral power of the people; rather it comes from above, 
out of heaven, and is brought down to earth by the anointed of the Lord.” This 
kingdom will have enemies, for Bavinck writes of a personal anti-Christ who will 
make his last desperate attack upon Christ and his kingdom. The position of Israel 
in the culmination of history is denied, for Bavinck deems the church to be the true 
seed of Abraham: “When Christ appeared on earth, all the promises of the Old 
Testament began to be fulfilled in His church.” Similarly the position of the 
Chiliasts (premillenarians) is rejected by Bavinck. Since the promises to Israel are 
spiritualized, the necessity for a millennial reign is eliminated. Although the term 
is not used, Bavinck’s position would be termed amillennial. 

The twenty-four chapters which comprise Our Reasonable Faith puts the reader 
into the stream of Dutch Calvinistic orthodoxy. An age devoted to man’s achieve- 
ments needs a reaffirmation of the divine sovereignty. While the reader may 


| occasionally differ with the conclusions of the author, Bavinck’s writings will stimu- 


late him to a fresh study of the great themes of theology with which Scripture 
abounds. This is a high recommendation. 
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DOCTRINAL PREACHING FOR TODAY, 
by Andrew Watterson Blackwood. Ab- | 
ingdon Press, Nashville. 224 pages, $3.00. 


Here is a new book on preaching by a 
vell-known authority on homiletics. It is 
intended for the local minister, and seeks 
to show him first, that he ought to put a 
large amount of doctrine into his sermons, 
nd then proceeds to show him how. The 
arly part of the book deals with theory, 
the rest with application. 
The author points out the failure of | 
ecent attempts to substitute something else 
or doctrinal preaching. Now he sees an 
encouraging return to doctrine, which he 
elieves is necessary if one is to preach | 
the heart of the Gospel.” Christian ethics, 
too, calls for doctrine in preaching. He says 
he preacher needs to be a soul-winner and 
pulpit counselor. Citing the practices and 
he methods of many preachers, he ranges | 
rom D. L. Moody to Walter Maier. and | 
rom Henry Ward Beecher to Billy Gra- 
iam. He states. also, that doctrinal ser- 
nons in these days must be dressed in a 
tyle pleasing to modern taste. Certain | 
ther matters he stresses are the impor- | 
ance of clarity, of interest to the hearers, | 
ind of the power of God, in doctrinal 
preaching. 
The style at times seems a bit abrupt, | 





ilmost discontinuous, but is interesting 
nonetheless. Will be helpful to many. J.A.S. 


THE BURDEN OF THE LORD, by Ian 
Macpherson. Abingdon Press, Nashville. 
157 pages, $2.75. 

“The nature of preaching and the man 
who preaches.” This is a sort of subtitle 
to a thrilling, stimulating volume on 
preaching. Its great value seems to be | 
that he draws together in a remarkable 
way countless allusions and quotations of 
— preachers who have counted for 
God. 

The book is simplicity itself to read, but 
it is hard to forget. The author discusses 
“the burden”—the real nature of preaching 
—and then the man, and the craft. and “the 
encounter.” which has to do with the 
presentation of the message to the people. 
Among other things, the book will probably 
make many a reader want to study the 
lives and writings of great Christian 
preachers throughout the centuries. 

The author, born in Glasgow, has since 
1934 served churches in both England and 
Scotland. At present he is minister of the 
Apostolic Church, Birmingham, England. 
Ministers everywhere who read this book 
will be stimulated to do better preaching, 
with all that it involves, for Christ. W.F.

PREACHING THE GOSPEL FROM THE 
GOSPELS, by G. R. Beasley-Murray. 
Judson Press, Philadelphia. 127 pages 
$1.75. 

A group of London laymen asked the 
author the following question: “How do we 
preach the gospel from the Gospels?” This 
book constitutes his reply. Dr. Beasley- 
Murray holds that the Gospels were writ- 
ten because they were preached. We must 
look through the eyes of those who first 
made known the Good News, see the words 
and works of Jesus through their insight, 
and then pass on the story in its original 
energy and inspiration. It is not the aim 
of the author to set forth the method of 
preaching but rather the content of the 
message as it is found in the Gospels. 

The book is divided into five chapters. 
The first chapter is of introductory nature. 
It gives various views concerning the Gos- 
pels and problems arising concerning 
authorship, content, and organization. This 
chapter which ought to be the strongest | 
seems to this writer to be the weakest. The | 
next four chapters which deal with the 
gospel in the life, miracles, teaching and 
parables of Jesus are the strongest and 
most fruitful for the student of the Bible. 
The author’s treatment of the resurrection 
of Christ is excellent and thought-pro- 
voking. It provides seed-thoughts for the 
Easter season. The Lordship of Jesus is 
also a strong feature of this book as the 
writer deals with Christ as Saviour of 
men, as Master of evil powers, as Lord 
of creation, as the Revealer of God, and 
as the Bestower of life. The material con- 
cerning the nature of discipleship is new | 
and refreshing.

T’s January, and inventory-taking time again! 

At least once a year a good business man takes inventory 
of his merchandise budget-minded married couples 
check up to see what progress has been made... and con- 

scientious individuals take stock of themselves. 

We hear a great deal in favor of New Year's resolutions 
turning over a new leaf, and so on. But for the most part the 
Christian young person stands on the sidelines. Confident that 
he is a born again Christian he doesn’t bother to find out how 
he stacks up spiritually. He doesn’t take inventory. 

How about you? Do you know if you have made any prog- 
ress in your Christian life? Are you interested? Do you want 
to know? 

Here are ten areas of Christian life that demand increasing 
maturity from all of us. Quiz yourself on each one. Use the 
designated inches on the six-foot man to keep up with your 
growth. It is possible to be 72 inches tall in this inventory, but 
when you add the total you may be astounded to find your- 
self a “babe in Christ.” 

Hide in your closet. Be completely honest with yourself. Pre- 
pare for a shock.

Measuring Up Spiritually 


HERE'S a reason for changing the Teen 

Tip-Off spot this month. (By the way, 

we're glad you missed the column in 
the November issue—thanks for letting 
us know.) But I wanted you to measure 
yourself on the “How Tall Are You?” 
scale before reading what I have to say. 
So, if you have not done it yet, take a 
few minutes to check your spiritual 
stature, or this column won’t make sense. 

Now, how tall are you? 

I know your're glad this isn’t one of 
those “achievement” tests that others 
can see. Feel pretty small? That’s good, 
for right there is the place to start 
growing! Trouble with most of us is we 
don't realize how small we really are, 
and so we cannot see how much we need 
to grow. 

God's Word says: “We are not meant 
to remain as children, at the mercy of 
every chance wind of teaching and the 
jockeying of men who are expert in the 
crafty presentation of lies. But we are 
meant to hold firmly to the truth in love, 
and to grow up in every way into Christ, 
the Head. For it is from the Head that 


the whole Body, as a harmonious struc- 
ture knit together by the joints with 
which it is provided, grows by the proper 
functioning of individual parts to its 
full maturity in love” (Eph. 4:14-17, 
Phillips translation). 

Our growth then comes from the Head 
—Christ. So, if you could not mark off 
many inches could it be that Christ has 
not had the proper place in your life, 
in your thinking? 

Whether it be doctrinal assurance, 
prayer, Bible study, stewardship or any 
of the other areas in a Christian life— 
if Christ is the center of our lives we 
will measure up. 

But how? HoW do we make Christ the 
Head? Perhaps “let’’ is a better word 
than “make,” for He wants to direct our 
lives. In fact, He is just waiting patiently 
for us to let go trying to handle things 
ourselves and turn it all over to Him. 

One of the simple discoveries I made 
which helped tremendously in this busi- 
ness of letting Him direct was a daily, 
hourly consciousness of His presence. I 
used to start the day off with a quickie 


prayer of “God, direct my path today” 
then at night, another few minutes be- 
fore retiring to thank Him for the day 
etc., etc. 

But when I realized the importance 
of being conscious of His presence at al 
times I found that all the day long— 
no matter where I was, what I was doing 
—I could lift my heart to Him for guid- 
ance. Then, as time went on I found 
myself praising Him and thanking Him 
in the same manner. 

I don’t want to mislead you into think- 
ing it is easy to do. Many, many times 
there were days (and still are!) when 
other things crowded out the daily con- 
sciousness of His presence. But there is 
always that Voice within, no matter how 
faint, striving to be heard. 

Do you really want to know how to 
measure up spiritually? Remember then, 
“We are not meant to remain as chil- 
dren,” and that true maturity means 
growing up “into” Christ. Try, just for 
one month, letting Him have His rightful 
place in your daily life. Then consult your 
chart again to see how tall you are! 


SO YOU WANT TO WRITE ?

Your YS _ editor receives questions 
almost weekly from young people who 
want to break into the field of journal- 
ism. We've asked a fellow who ought to 
know to write some answers. For eleven 
years Jim Adair has been editor of 
Power, My Counsellor and Primary Days, 
all Scripture Press publications. 


NE day last summer at a Bible camp 
a pretty, 16-year-old girl sitting at 
my table at lunch asked me, “What 
are the opportunities for jobs in the 
field of Christian journalism?” At my 
office one afternoon not long after that. 
two young men dropped in to ask the 
same question. A university student, who 
had sandwiched in a year on the sports 
desk of a daily newspaper in order to 
gain experience and earn money to com- 
plete his studies, spent a day in Chicago 


recently talking with me and other 
editors to find out what the future 
might hold for him in the Christian 
field. 


All of this is a good sign. It shows that

today’s Christian kids—at least some of 
them—are alert to what’s going on and 
are looking ahead. These who visited my 
office, and many others, are wide awake 
to the fact that Christian journalism is 
big business, that the dedicated Christian 
writer or editor is as much a servant of 
God as the minister or missionary. 

Twelve years ago I hardly knew the 
Christian press existed. And it could be 
that your notions about God's journalists 
are almost as strange as were mine. I 
mentally pictured the typical Christian 
writer or editor as an aging man sitting 
at an old-fashioned desk with a roll-back 
top. Supposedly, he worked long hours 
painfully writing comments on Scripture 
which would be published in book form 
and read by ministers or other serious 
Bible students. Silly idea, this old notion 
of mine, wasn’t it? 

But even today, with publishing 
stepped up considerably in_ the last 
decade, not many Christians dream of 
the vastness of the Christian press. 
Actually, it takes an army of writers, 





editors, and other specialists to produce 
the tons of Christian literature that roll 
regularly from the presses: gospel tracts, 
Sunday school papers and lessons, maga- 
zines, and books. In most instances they 
work in modernly equipped offices along 
with a host of people who write pro- 
motional material and others who mer- 
chandise and distribute this literature. 

The writer and editor begins to more 
fully comprehend the unusual opportu- 
nities that are his in Christian service 
when he reads circulat.on reports. Even 
the smaller magazines go into five or 
ten thousand homes, and the larger ones 
into 50 or 100 thousand. Other types of 
literature reach hundreds of thousands, 
more than are touched through a huge 
evangelistic campaign. 

While the writer or editor directs his 
message to an unseen audience and 
results can’t easily be measured, the mail 
that passes over his desk makes him 
aware that God is quietly working. In 
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one day, recently, my staff of writers and 
editors rejoiced especially over two let- 
ters. A nine-year-old girl wanted us to 
know that she had received Jesus Christ 
as her personal Saviour because of her 
Sunday School paper. An air force ser- 
eeant wrote that the youth paper from 
cur publishing firm had been the in- 
strument God used in bringing him into 

vital relationship to the Lord. A tract 
publisher told me of receiving a letter 
from a man who reported that one of his 
tracts blew into his fishing boat on a 
river and resulted in the man’s salvation. 

Encouraging to the Christian jour- 
nalist is the fact that God has greatly 
blessed the ministry of the printed page 
cown through the years. Hudson Taylor, 
who founded China Inland Mission, was 
saved through a tract as a teen-ager 
cne weekend when his folks went away 
ior a visit and he stayed home alone. 
‘ll of the Bible societies in the Scandi- 
avian countries are said to have started 
Lecause a man read a tract and was 

aved. The writings of Martin Luther 

.elped to usher in the Reformation as 
people became aware of the real teach- 
ings of the Bible. 

Thus Christian journalism is a noble 
alling; the foundation is solid and the 
uture unusually bright, because it’s 
x30d’s work. Perhaps you fit somewhere 
in this future, for the need for trained 
Christian writers and editors is greater 
han ever before. Concerning this, Janice 
Gosnell, director of Christian Writers 
Institute, of Chicago, says: “With lit- 
eracy on the upgrade, there’s a world- 
vide cry for literature—any kind of 
literature. Unless Christian young peo- 
ple become crusaders in the field of 
journalism, godless groups are going to 
mold these new readers.” 

If Christian journalism should be 
God’s chosen field for you, today—right 
now—is the time to begin preparation. 
However, be realistic, warns J. Fred 
Parker, editor of the Nazarene youth 
magazine Conquest: be sure that “an 
itch for writing constitutes a gift for 
writing. Too many want to see their 
names in mastheads or by-lines without 
being willing to pay the price of arduous 
writing practice.” 

Like a trade or any other profession, 
writing demands specialized training and 
an apprenticeship. If you're a high- 
school student, try to gain a working 
knowledge of grammar, learn to spell 
confidently, and how to type. If writing 
courses are offered, be the first to enroll. 
Work on the school newspaper and de- 
velop creative abilities. Use imagination 
in your writing and learn to criticize 
your own work (or someone else will!). 

If your high school doesn’t offer a 
course in journalism, or even if it does, 
you may want to take a correspondence 
course, which will put you ahead con- 
siderably. Christian Writers Institute, 
434 South Wabash Avenue, Chicago 5, 
TIll., has trained thousands of Christians 
to write effectively for publication. A 
secular organization, Newspaper Insti- 
tute of America, 1 Park Avenue, New 
York 16, N.Y., has helped many to learn 
the fundamentals of good writing. You 
can get much help from books on various 
phases of writing from your local 
library. And there are writers’ magazines 
that give you tips and inspiration: a 
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The need for trained Christian writers is greater than ever before. 


good one is Writer’s Digest, 22 East 12th 
Street, Cincinnati 10. 

By all means get college training. As 
you specialize in journalism and at the 
same time get a working knowledge of 
the Bibie, roll up your sleeves in spare 
moments and try to write material for 
publication, whether it is a short filler 
item or a full-fledged fiction story or 
article. Plenty of practice is recom- 
mended, and you can amuse yourself 
with creations from your pen or type- 
writer, but gather courage and try to 
sell your material to an editor. 

But “slant” before you write: this 
means to be familiar enough with vari- 
ous publications to write the kind of 
material they use. Free or for a few 
cents, many editors will send you ma- 
terial describing their needs. Take pub- 
lished articles and stories from both the 
religious and secular fields and analyze 
them as to subject matter, treatment, 
and organization. 

As you try to sell, don’t let rejections 
discourage you, for no apprentice does 
a perfect job—and you won’t either as 
you attempt to learn the finer points of 
writing for publication. Also, remember 
even the pros get rejection slips! 

Finally comes that bright day when, 


armed with a college diploma and names 
of publications which have bought your 
material, you apply for a _ full-time 
writing job. You knock at door after door 
of Christian editors, and the answer is 
the same: “Sorry, nothing open now.” 
And you wonder why you bothered about 
college; you wonder if you have merely 
thought God wanted you to write; you 
wonder a lot of other things. You had 
heard the need was great, and yet they 
didn’t receive you with open arms... 

That could happen. And if it should, 
it would be a good spot to follow the 
advice of Russell T. Hitt, executive editor 
of Eternity magazine and president of 
Evangelical Press Association, who be- 
lieves a stop in the newspaper field puts 
polish pn the writer that makes him a 
more valuable person when he moves on 
into the Christian field. 

“Real experience is derived from on- 
the-job experience,’’ Mr. Hitt says. “It is 
my honest belief that it’s far better to 
get some practical experience on the 
staff of a small daily or weekly news- 
paper,” says Mr. Hitt, a former newsman 
himself. “I think it unwise generally for 
young Christian journalists to get their 
first professional experience in the re-

Youth in action cross-country 


By JACK DANIEL 


» At least once a year a youth news columnist ought to comment on 
the state of young people rather than confine his efforts to report- 
ing. You hear talk in some quarters about how teen-agers are feath- 
er-brained, idol-worshiping adolescents who never will amount to 
anything. And sometimes the argument sounds pretty convincing. 





» Just how bad are things anyhow? From this vantage point, it 
looks as if things aren't nearly as bad as the pessimists say, nor 
anywhere near as good as the optimists want us to believe. Looking 
at them realistically, young people today aren't any more feather- 
brained than their "Flapper Era" parents, nor any more idolatrous 
than some of their ancestors were when Rudolph Valentino was around. 
True, every week some hundreds of teen-age girls kneel beside a 
grave in a small Indiana cemetery where a deceased movie star lies 
buried. True too, or too true (take your choice), plenty of Squeal- 
ing teens go wild over a long-side burned singer. 





» But don't condemn all the teens. Plenty of them, including a lot 
of unsaved ones, go about the business of living in a conscientious 
manner, Sincerely trying to do their best. Often enough they don't 
succeed simply because they lack the Person who makes success. 
Christ makes life, period. The thousands of lost teens need to see 
Christ in the life of the teen who calls himself a Christian. Which 
leads us to a principle of Christian youth activity that some folks 
have all but forgotten: 





» Activity is no substitute for productivity. A constant treadmill 
of meetings, socials, retreats, seminars, class sessions and the- 
youth-director-knows-what-else is not the kind of thing that insures 
success for the individual Christian young person, nor for his 
church youth group or his high school Christian organizations. 





» There are other reasons for a youth program other than to keep 
the kids busy and out of trouble. The reason for a Christian youth 
program is to make them productive for Christ, instead of their just 
riding along on Mom's or Dad's Christian testimony while drifting 
downstream in a torrent of activity. If this observer would find 
fault with just one thing in the over-all scheme of Christian youth 
activity, it would be that it fails to make the challenge tough 
enough to bring out the teen's best efforts for the Saviour. Too 
many places the teen element isn't dared to do much more than coast 
with the ungodly tide, while hiding behind a kind of anonymous 
Christianity. 





» Martyrdom may be just around the corner for many of today's 
Christian teens. If they are going to get a chance to die for their 
Lord, why not present to them the challenge to live for Him? A 
youth program for "helpless" young people is an insult to American 
teen-agers, many of whom are running their own businesses before 
they get out of school. 





» Make the challenge strong, turn the program over to the kids 
themselves, guide them without seeming to push, and trust God to get 
hold of their hearts. Seems like oversimplification, but in the 
great majority of youth societies and individual lives it works.

Diabetes Mellitus 


Wm the holidays in full swing this 
may be, perhaps, a very good time to 
warn against over-indulgence in sweets 


and pastries. 
Perhaps we should explain that dia- 


betes is a condition brought about by the 
to produce | 


failure of the pancreas 
enough of its internal secretion, insulin. 
The body needs insulin to turn food 
sugars into heat and energy. With the 
lack of insulin, sugar which should be 
used by the body increases in the blood- 
stream and continues to rise to a point 
where coma eventually results. 

How can one tell that he has diabetes? 
He can’t. He has no fever nor any pain. 
Fortunately, however, there are some 
symptoms which if recognized will give a 
warning. He may be losing weight in 
spite of eating big meals. He may be 
always hungry and thirsty. The skin may 


be dry or scaly. A series of boils or in- | 
fections may be the first indication of | 


something wrong. 

Frequently, only in a routine examina- 
tion of the urine is the disease first de- 
tected. Since this disease can occur in 
young people, and indeed is more severe 
in the early age group, a routine physical 
examination should be sought yearly 
with examination of the blood and urine. 

Though the disease is insidious in its 
onset, there is a bright side to the pic- 
ture. With proper care the diabetic can 
live a perfectly normal existence—thanks 
to the discovery of insulin by Banting 
and Best in 1921. 

For years efforts have been made to 
develop a medication which could be 
taken by mouth, thus relieving the pa- 
tient of having to constantly give himself 
hypodermic injections. Recently, reports 
have come out in medical literature 
which are quite promising. 

As yet there is no substitute for insulin 
by injection in the younger diabetics. On 
the good side, however, with the develop- 
ment of newer types of insulin in recent 
years, diabetes in a young person can 
usually be controlled by proper diet and 
one injection of insulin daily. 

A diabetic certainly need not be dis- 
couraged these days. It should not be 
difficult for him to stay healthy and live 
a perfectly normal life if he practices 
the following rules: (1) follow the doc- 
tor’s orders, (2) stick to the diet, (3) 
avoid overweight, (4) work and exercise 
normally, (5) sleep and rest properly, 
(6) pay attention to personal cleanliness. 

Failure to carry out these rules may 
lead to dangerous complications. For 
those of us who have normal health, let 
us make a practice of obtaining a routine 
physical examination every year—THE

ligious field.” 

If a detour occurs that takes you to 
the secular field, keep your eyes peeled 
for signs that lead back to the main 
highway. As you gain practical experi- 
ence in pleasing a hardboiled editor and 
working under the pressure of deadlines, 
watch for openings in the Christian field. 
Without taxing my memory, I can think 
of at least a half dozen top Christian 
journalists who got their start in daily 
newspaper work. 

Job openings occur when an old-timer 
completes his stint, as workers transfer 
to other jobs, and as staffs are expanded 
or new publications created. In recent 
weeks I have been told of several at- 
tractive openings for qualified people. A 
publisher of Sunday school lessons needs 
writers and editors to relieve . those 
carrying a double load. A Sunday school 
paper needs a young lady with a Chris- 
tian education-journalism background to 
write and edit. Two Christian organiza- 
tions need a capable writer-editor for 
house organs. Two Christian colleges 
need a public relations man. A publisher 
needs an advertising manager and peo- 
ple who can write effective advertising 
copy. 

Yes, there are opportunities for Chris- 
tian service in religious journalism. But 
on the other hand, the field isn’t looking 
for opportunists—only dedicated people | 
who are called of God to a ministry. If 
you are led into this field, there’s little 
chance that you’ll get rich—if it’s lots 
of money you want, go elsewhere. Chris- 
tian journalism is primarily for those 
who love the Lord and desire to share 
Him with others through the printed 
page.
